Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  pour  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  for  19 63.  The  report  again  includes  details 
of  the  health  services  provided  by  the  ;est  Riding  County 
Council  in  its  No.l.  Division,  for  this  arrangement  gives  a 
more  comprehensive  view  of  our  activities  and  has  been  well 
received  in  previous  years. 

It  is  difficult,  even  in  a document  the  size  of  this 
one,  to  give  a fair  representation,  of  the  work  or  achievements 
of  the  various  departments • and  in  a health  report  there  are 
rarely  tangible  objects  to  which  we  can  point  and  say  ’that  is 
the  result  of  our  labour*.  But  we  had  one  typhoid  case  from 
Zermatt,  and  "that  outbreak  should  restrain  anyone  from 
accepting  too  readily  that  the  major  infections  have  retreated 
to  their  endemic  foci.  This  is  true  only  if  there  is  constant 
vigilance”.  It  has  also  been  said  that  !!true  progress  quietly 
and  persistently  mores  along  without  notice”. 

It  is  also  difficult,  in  an  area  of  451? 754  acres,  to 
make  comparisons  when  the  conditions  of  work  and  duties  of  the 
staff 'vary  so  much.  But  it  is  hoped  that  the  reader  will  find 
much  of  interest,  and  will  appreciate  the  efforts  which  have' 
been  ma.de  by  all' members  of  the  staff  - district  and  county  - 
in  their  fields  of  work. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  eight  Councils  for  their  courtesy,  confidence  and  interest  $ 
the  health  inspectors  for  their  support  and  their  contributions 
to  this  Report • the  chief  officers  of  other  departments  for 
their  kindness  and  willing  help*  and  the  family  doctors,  hospital 
staffs,  and  teachers  for  their  co-operation  in  many  aspects  of 
our  work.

BIRTHS: 

Alter  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable 
births  a net  total  of  1,1 43  was  registered  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  population  is,  therefore, 
14. 3 compared  with  15.4.,  15.1.?  and  14.5  in  the  three  preceding  years. 
The  rates  for  the  Host  Riding  Administrative  County  and  England  and 
Hales  in  19^3  were  respectively  10. 3 and  10.2.  Illegitimate  births 
numbered  39. 


Since  1955  there  has  been  a sustained  rise  in  the  birth  rate, 
and  if  this  continues  there  will  be  about  a quarter  of  a million  more 
births  in  1975  than  was  expected  seven  years  ago.  Marriage  rates  have 
been  high  in  recent  years,  most  marked  at  the  younger  ages  * and  there 
has  been  a quicker  building  of  families  in  the  earlier  years  of  marriage. 
But  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  overage  size  of  family  Is 
increasing.  Some  statisticians  suggest  that  a levelling  off  of 
average  family  size  at  2,4  is  probable. 


The  still-births  after  adjustment  for  transfers  Numbered 
17.  This  gives  a still -birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still-births 
of  14.7comparod  with  10.7  for  tho  Administrative  County  and  17.3.  for 
England  and  Hales. 


DEATHS: 

After  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  deaths 
the  net  total  deaths  in  and  assigned  to  tho  Division  was  1,102. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  per  thousand  of  population  is  therefore  13.5 
compared  with  figures  of  13.3  for  tho  Administrative  County  and  12.2 
for  England  and  Hales. 


IHFA27T ILE  MORTALITY : 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths  there  were  20 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  ago.  This  is  a death  rate  per 
thousand  live  births  of  17.5  compared  with  robes  of  23.0  for  the 
Administrative  County  and  20.9.  for  England  and  Hales.  In  the  four 
preceding  years  our  infantile  mortality  rates  were  31.0.,  20,0.,  17.9*, 
and  29.0,  9 death's  wore  attributed  to  prematurity,  and  in  7 cases  death 

was  ascribed  to  congenital  malformations.  In  general  deaths  duo  to 
malformations  now  represent  21  per  cent  of  all  infant  deaths,  and  the 
rate  has  not  changed  so  far  in  this  century.  In  the  great  majority  of 
casos  it  is  not  possible  to  say  why  children  are  born  with  deformities. 
In  fact,  it  seems  more  likely  that  a particular  deformity  is  duo  to  a 
combination  of  factors  such  as  abnormal  uterine  pressure,  chromosomal 
abnormalities,  inherited  factors,  and  hormones  and  toxins  at  a 
critical  stage  of  foetal  development.

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SECTION  E. 

OHYURAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  S5RV ICES  POP  TEE  AREA. 

Last  year  saw  the  publication  of  an  important 
report  by  the  Medical  Services  Review  Committee  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Sir  Arthur  Porritt.  The  report  had  a mixed 
reception,  but  the  writer  still  holds  the  view  that  its 
proposals  to  place  all  services  under  an  Area  Health  Board 
based  on  the  focal  point  of  the  district  hospital  were  sound; 
for  only  by  that  method  will  real  integration  and  co-operation 
be  secured;  and  the  best  use  made  of  available  funds,  medical 
man  power,  nursing  and  auxiliary  services. 

It  should  be  noted  in  this  context  that  the 
cost  of  the  National  Health  Service  has  almost  doubled  in 
twelve  years,  rising  from  £446  million  in  1949  to  £049  million 
in  1961.  And  that  the  supply  of  doctors,  muses  and  technicians 
is  unable  to  keep  pace  with  demands. 

This  year  there  appeared  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Plan  for  development  of  community  care  by  the  Health  and  Melfare 
Services,  much  on  the  lines  of  the  Ten  Year  Plan  for  the  hospital 
services.  It  contained  no  revolutionary  proposals,  but  indicated 
a steady  development  to  meet  increasing  needs,  mainly  in  the 
fields  of  mental  health,  geriatrics,  and  child  care. 

All  that  remained  was  to  report  on  the  work  of 
the  family  doctor,  and  that  was  done  in  the  autumn  in  what  is 
known  as  the  Gillie  Report.  As  Medicine  in  Britain  is  still 
largely  based  on  the  general  practitioner  service  plain  speaking 
was  necessary.  The  Minister  of  Health  ■was  advised  that  a list  of 
patients  adequate  for  financial  security  is 'too  large  for  doctors 
to  achieve  the  standard  of  work  they  desire;  that  the  present 
method  of  remuneration  offers  scant  encouragement  to  good 
doctoring;  that  there  are  no  increased  payments  or  privileges 
for  seniority  or  experience;  and  that  there  is  no  incentive 
for  a doctor  to  spend  money  "on  equipment,  premises  or  staffing. 
These  are  grave  words  from  an  experie need "body  of  doctors,  and 
the  country  must  make  up  its  mind  very  soon  whether  it  is  going 
to  permit  the  family  doctor  to  become  a sort  of  medical  assistant, 
or  whether  it  is  going  to  place  him  in  the  forefront  of  the 
battle  against  disease  and  ignorance. 

1.  HOSPITAL  SERVICES ; 


The  autumn  also  saw  the  production  of  a plan 
to  build  a new  hospital  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Bingley, 
Keighley,  Skipton  and  Settle  areas,  covering  a site  of  23  acres 
at  Eastburn  and  containing  650  beds.  Under  the  Ten  Year  Plan  a 
district  hospital  was  promised  for  the  mid  1970’s.,  biit  the 
area  has  been  most  fortunate  in  being  allocated  a new  type 
hospital  which  can  be  erected  more  quickly,  ond  at  less  cost 
than  traditional  patterns.  It  may  well  be  completed  in  three 
years  time,  and  will  be  an  enormous  asset.  It  will  follow  the 
pattern  envisaged  for  the  new  district  hospitals,  with  600  to 
300  beds  serving  a population  of  150,000.  And  be  sufficiently 
large  to  provide  departments  for  most  specialities,  with 
adequate  medical,  nursing  and  ancillary  staffs.  Perhaps  the 
most  important  ancillary  staff  are  those  working  in  laboratories, 
upon  whom  increasing  demands  are  being  made  by  every  sort  of 
surgeon  and  physician;  followed  by  the  physiotherapists  and 
radiographers.  The  rapid  advances  in  medical  science  have  also 
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affected  the  position  of  nurses , and  the  skills  of  the  trained 
nurses  must  now  be  reserved  for  the  critically  ill  who  require 
intensive  care.  These ' number  between 2 and  5 per  cent  of  the 
patients  and  comprise ;- 

(a)  patients  needing  continuous  observation  and 
care  of  registered  (i.e.,  fully  trained  and 
experienced)  nurses,* 

(b)  those  reouiring  frequent  observation  and  treatment 
by  medical  staff; 

(c)  cases  involving  the  use  of  complicated  technical 
apparatus  - such  as  artificial  kidney  apparatus; 

Accepting  the  fact  that  it  is  now  a team  which  works 
best  for  the  patient,  it  is  no  less  important  to  have  all  the 
ordinary  specialties  within  the  hospital's  walls  - i.e*, 
surgery,  medicine,  maternity,  paediatrics,  geriatrics,  infectious 
diseases  and  psychiatry.  Whilst  the  provision  of  a first  class 
casualty  or  accident  department,  with  an  emergency  ward  for  cases 
requiring  admission  is  now  an  essential  requirement.  In  addition, 
the  out-patient  department  will 'deal  with  many  patients  who  are 
now  admitted  for  investigation  or  minor  surgery.  Some  district 
hospitals  will  have  deportments  for  radio-therapy,  neuro -surgery, 
plastic  surgery  and  thoracic  surgery.  Those  which  do  not  will 
probably  have  out-patient  clinics  for  these  specialties. 

The  opening  of  the  new  hospital  will  involve  closing 
down  the  three  hospitals  in  Keighley,  and  of  Cawdcr  Ghyll. 

Slcipton  General  will  deal  with  the  maternity  cases,  and  provide 
an  Admission  unit  for  the  chronic  sick  as  well  as  its  present 
out-patient  department;  Skipton  will  thus  lose  its  general 
practitioner  hospital  - one  of  many  to  be  closed  as  part  of  the 
price  of  progress  in  medical  care.  It  is  simply  not  feasible 
for  small  hospitals  to  provide  the  range  of  services  now  required. 
Raikeswood  is  likely  to  remain  as  a chronic  sick  hospital,  along 
with  Harden  Bridge  at  Austwick. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  hospital  arrangements 
during  the  year,  and  waiting  lists  for  the  chronic  sick  and 
mentally  subnormal  are  still" considerable.  For  other  specialties 
waiting  time  - if  it  exists  - is  reasonably  short.  Two  develop- 
ments might  be  mentioned.  The  first  is  the  opening  of  a unit  at 
Scalebor  Park  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  alcoholism^  where  it 
is  hoped  patients  will  eventually  go  before  they  have  - as  so 
often  happens  - hit  'rock-bottom*  in  this  distressing  form  of 
addiction.  The  second  is  the  provision  of  a 24  hour  service  at 
Leeds  Infirmary  to  provide  information  on  the  treatment  of 
acute  cases  of  poisoning. 

2.  THE  PUBLIG  HEALTH  LABORATORY  S:T?VICE. 

Starting  as  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  in  193B  with  the  aim  of  supplementing  and  co-ordinating 
the  existing  services,  and  assisting  in  the  control  of  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease  (and  perhaps  bacterial  warfare ) which  the 
Second  World  bTar  was  expected  to  produce,  there  are  now  60 
laboratories  in  Great  Britain.  Wakefield,  Bradford  and  Preston 
are  those  to  which  specimens  are  sent  from  this  Division,  and 
they  continue  to  provide  an  efficient  service  for  the  examination 
of  water,  milk,  ice-cream,  food  and  bacteriological  samples  of 
various  sorts.  Furthermore,  the  laboratory  directors  are  ready  to 
leave  the  bench  and  .join  the  Public  Health  Staff  in  field  work 
when  the  need  arises. 
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3.  TREAT!  FIT  CUUTi:  5 ADD  GLIITIG3. 

The  County  Council  provides  clinics  for  Child 
Welfare,  Relaxation  and  'lot  her  craft , Speech  Therapy,  and 
Child  Guidance.  Details  and  attendances  a.re  given  in 
Section  F.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  clinics 
for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  the 
supervision  of  contacts.  These  are  held  ft  Skipton  and 
Settle.  The  Hospital  Boards  also  provide  clinics  for  the 
treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  at  Keighley,  Burnley, 

Preston  and  Lancaster j as  well  as  clinics  for  medical  and 
surgical  cases,  and  the  various  specialties  at  Sld.pt or, 
Keighley,  Burnley,  Blackburn,  Lancaster  and.  Kendal. 

A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at  SldLpton 
General  Hospital  on  two  Wednesday  evenings  in  each  month. 

In  addition  to  advice  on  contraception,  it  is  also  the  aim 
to  help  married  couples  with  emotional  difficulties  and 
problems  of  infertility. 

4.  DOMIC ILIAHI  SERVICES  ; 

The  provision  of  home  nurses,  midwives , health 
visitors,  and  home  helps  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council,  Details  will  be  found  in  Section  F. 

5.  WELFARE  SERVICES  FOR  THE  HAIDICAPPED. 

The  services  available  for  the  Blind,  the  Deaf, 
and  for  those  who  are  substantially  and  permanently 
handicapped  and  crippled  by  physical  disabilities  have  been 
described  In  previous  reports.  They  are  under  the  administrat 
ive  control  of  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer,  and  there  are 
no  particular  developments  to  report. 

6.  NATIONAL  ASSISTAITC5  ACTS.  194G  AHD  1951. 

These  Acts  provide  for  the 'removal  to  hospital  01- 
other  suitable  place  of  persons  who:- 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave,  chronic  disease, 
or  being  aged  or  physically' incapacitated,  are  living  in- 
insanitary  conditions,  and  - 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are 
not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

Under  the  first  Act  application  for  removal  is 
made  to  a Magistrates  Court,  Under  the  second  an  order  can 
be  made  by  a local  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  is  used  in  cases 
of  urgency.  In  either  case  5_t  is  a melancholy  proceeding  to 
remove  an  old  person--  from  home  against  his  or  her  will*  and 
a great  responsibility.  Fortunately,  it  was  not  necessary 
to  do  so  in  19^3. 
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7.  NUCLEI 3 RADIATION  HAZARDS. 


Seven  Government  Ministries  and  the  Home  Office 
continue  their  watch  on  levels  of  radioactivity  in  the 
atmosphere,  rain  water,  soil,  human  hones,  farm  animals, 
rivers,  herbage,  mill:  and  other  foods  by  complicated  and. 
highly  refined  radiochemical  analysis.  The  important 
constituents  of  fall-out  are  Strontium  90. , Iodine  131. , 
Caesium  137  and  Carbon  14?  and.  it  will  be  remembered  that 
arrangements  were  made  in  the  autumn  of  1961  for  a safe  milk 
to  be  supplied  to  babies  if  the  Iodine  131  rose  to  such  a 
level  that  cows  milk  became  dangerous  following  Russian  atomic 
explosions  in 'the  Arctic.  Information  available  at  the  time 
of  writing  shows  that  the  levels  continued  to  fall  from 
November  1961. , and  have  not  given  cause  for  such  serious 
concern  since  then. 

8.  CIVIL  DEFENCE. 


In  last  year's  report  mention  was  made  of  the 
Government's  plans  for  dispersal  and  billeting  under  threat 
of  nuclear  attack.  This  year  the  Civil  Defence  (Training  in 
Nursing Regulations  were  produced  and  confer  on  County  Councils 
and  County  Boroughs  the  function  of  providing  training ’in  home 
nursing  and  first  aid,  with  the  power  to  delegate  responsibility 
to  borough  and  district  councils. 

The  aim  of  these  regulations  is  to  provide 
reinforcements  for  the  general  medical  and  home  nursing  services, 
and  to  enable  families  to  care  for  themselves  and  their  neighbours 
until  such  time  as  help  can  be  provided  from  the  organised 
services.  The  training  syllabus  covers  First  Aid,  Home  Nursing, 
Radiation  Sickness,  Common  Infectious  Diseases,  and  Childbirth 
in  emergency.  And  it  is  suggested  that  training  be  given  to 
local  authority  staff,  and  then  to  local  organisations  much  on 
the  same  lines  as  the  N.V.S,  fl  in  5 1 scheme. 

9..  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

References  to  this  matter  will  be  found  in  the 
reports  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  - Section  D.  Sufficient 
to  say  here  that  we  have  not  yet  resumed  the  measurement  of 
total  solids,  sulphur  pollution,  and  suspended  impurities 
which  was  discontinued  in  1961.,  because  the  instruments  could 
no  longer  provide  the  information  required.  And  that  the 
Skipton  U.D.C.,  having  converted  the  Burnside  Estate  into  a 
smoke  free  zone,  are  proceeding  with  the  plan  to  deal  with 
the  Broughton  Road  area. 

10.  FOOD  HYGIENE. 

According  to  the  latest  statistics  available 
(which  are  for  1962).,  the  decrease  in  food  poisoning  in 
England  and  Tales  continues.  It  should  be  further  reduced 
by  the  development  of  a satisfactory  method  of  pasteurisation 
for  bulk  liquid  whole  egg,  for  it  is  this  product  v/hich  has 
been  responsible  for  so  many  imported  salmonella  food,  poisoning 
outbreaks . After  1st  January,  1964. , no  liquid  or  frozen  whole 
egg,  whether  home  produced  or  imported,  may  be  used  as  an 
ingredient  in  the  preparation  of  food  for  human  consumption 
unless  it  has  been  pasteurised.  Thirty  plants  will  be* 
available  for  this  puroose,  and  the  cost  of  this  safety 
measure  is  unlikely  to  exceed  one  penny  per  pound  of  egg. 
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Heat-borne 'salmonella  infection  remains  a problem,  for 
imported  boneless  meat  is  extensively  used  for  pies,  sausages 
and  hamburgers.  Whilst  pet  foods,  and  imported  horse  meat  sold 
for  dog  food  are  not  infrequently  contaminated  with  salmonella 
sero  types  which  cause  disease  in  man.  9,00C  persons  were 
reported  as  being  affected  with  food  poisoning  in  1962.  Of  these 
23  cases  were  known  to  be  fatal.  As  many  sporadic  cases  and 
family  outbreaks  go  unreported  there  is  still  room  for  improve- 
ment in  the 'hygiene  of  the  manufacture  of  both  confectionery 
and  meat  products,  particularly  processed  and  made-up  moat 
dishes. 

11.  WAT SR  SUPPLIES. 


Four  Water  Boards  control  all  our  major  supplies, 
but  there  are  many  private  supplies  to  villages,  hamlets  and 
isolated  properties  which  have  not  been  taken  over.  The  Health 
Departments  are  still  concerned  with  the  quality  of  supplies, 
with  quantity  on  occasions,  and  with  the  health  of  workmen 
employed  on  water  undertakings.  Details  are  given  in  the 
reports  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

With  regard  to  the  fluoridation  of  drinking  water  - 
that  is  making  good  the  deficiencies  of  fluoride  to  the  extent 
of  one  part  per  million  - the  position  is  as  follows :- 

The  West  Riding  County  Council,  as  the  local 
health  authority,  has  approved  it.  Five  of  the  district 
councils  have  also  agreed,  one  has  rejected  it,  and  two  have 
the  proposal  under  consideration.  But  in  no  district  has  the 
process  of  fluoridation  actually  started.  This  delay  is 
unfortunate,  for  all  our  supplies  are  deficient  in  fluoride, 
and  its  addition  can  be  expected  to  reduce  dental  decay  in 
children  by  fifty  per  cent;  and  this  benefit  will  remain  with 
them  as  adolescents  and  adults. 
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SECTION  C 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  following  diseases  are  notifiable  in 

the  Division 

Smallpox,  cholera,  diphtheria,  membranous 
croup,  erysipelas,  3 car lot  fever, 'typhoid,  typhus,  relapsing  fever, 
food  poisoning,  measles,  whooping-cough,  meningococcal  infection, 
acute  poliomyelitis  (paralytic  and  non-paralytic),  acute 
encephalitis  (infective  and  post -infectious ) ophthalmia  neonatorum, 
puerperal  pyrexia,  tuberculosis,  malaria,  dysentery,  acute  primary 
and  influenzal  pneumonia,  plague, and  anthrax. 

!.  DIFITHERIA. 

Although  we  have  not  had  a case  for  many 
years  this  disease  is  not  extinct.  Small  outbreaks  continue 
to  occur,  and  this  year  Keighley  has  had  one.  Three  carriers 
(i.e.,  infected  with  the  causative  germ,  but  not  ill)  were 
found  in  this  Division  and  treated  in  hospital.  Two  of  them 
were  children  attending  the  training  centre  for  the  mentally 
subnormal  in  Keighley.  The  third  was  a sister  of  one  of  these 
children. 

2.  SCARLET  FEVER 

20  cases  were  notified  compared  with  47  in 
1962.  The  disease  continues  to  be  mild  and  the  majority  were 
nursed  at  home. 

3.  LOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  33  notifications  compared  with 
26,  5o,  39  and  114  in  preceding  years.  This  is  a continuation  of 
the  trend  during  which  notifications  in  England  and  Wales  fell  from 
around  160,000  in  1950  to  about  24,000  in  1941.  And  the  deaths 
fell  from  around  400  to  about  30.  Complications  and  permanent 
lung  damage  have  also  been  greatly  reduced  by  effective  treatment, 
particularly  penicillin.  During  that  period  whooping  cough 
vaccine,  given  either  alone  or  in  combination  with  diphtheria 
and  tetanus  vaccines,  has  been  used  extensively. 

4.  MEASLES ; 

1,279  cases  were  notified,  the  highest 
figure  for  six  years.  Measles  is  also  a much  less  serious  disease 
than  it  was , but  it  is  a nuisance  to  patients,  parents  and 
doctors | and  some  of  the  complications,  such  as  encephalitis, 
continue  to  be  severe.  For  those  reasons,  and  because  it  is  still 
a severe  disease  in  some  parts  of  the  world,  the 'search  for  an 
effective  measles  vaccine  continues.  Both  ’live -attenuated’ 
and  ’formalin  inactivated’,  vaccines  have  been  produced,  but  have 
not  yet  been  recommended  for  general  use. 

5.  POLIO;  YELITIS. 

Thanks  to  vaccination  the  decline  in 
poliomyelitis  continues.  The  incidence  was  low  throughout  the 
country  generally,  and  no  cases  were  notified  in  the  Division. 

6.  DYSENTERY. 

No  cases  were  notified.  But  some  mild 
ones  may  have  occurred;  for  between  20,000  and  50,000  cases  are 
notified  in  England  and  TTales  each  year,  and  perhaps  an  equal 
number  escape  notification.  That  is  because  we  have  the  mild 
Sonne  type  of  disease  which  is  inconvenient  but  rarely  complicated 
or  fatal. 
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7.  enteric  faster  i 

Two  cases  were  notified.  The  first  contracted  the 
infection  at  Zermatt.  The  second  case  was  in  a much 
travelled  merchant  seaman  and  the  source  of  infection  was 
never  established.  Although  both  patients  we re  seriously 
ill,  and  despite  delay  in  making  a firm  diagnosis,  no 
secondary  cases  came  to  light. 

In  addition,  a typhoid  carrier  was  discovered,  an 
elderl2r  man  who  had  had  the  disease  in  1933. , in  the  days 
when  tests  of  cure  were  less  stringent.  This  carrier  came 
to  light  when  a food  poisoning  outbreak  was  being  investigated 
at  a vest -coast  resort;  but  so  far  as  is  known  he  has  never 
infected  other  people. 

o.  FOOD  POISONING : 


This  disease  was  not  notified,  but  mild  cases  and 
family  outbreaks  often  occur  without  a doctor  being  called. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  gratifying  that  the  schools,  canteens, 
cafes  and  hotels  escaped  infection  in  1933. 

Mention  was  me.de  in  last  year's  report  of  a poultry 
keeper 'who  was  found  to  be  a carrier  after  his  birds  had  been 
dying  over  a long  period.  He  is  still  a carrier  despite 
various  treatments. 

9.  UNDULANT  FE7XR; 

Although  not  a notifiable  disease,  cases  are  reported 
because  they  are  usually  due  to  drinking  unpasteurised  milk 
infected 'with  the  germ  Brucella  abortus.  At  least  15  per 
cent  of  our  herds  have  this  infection,  and  although  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture's  scheme  for  vaccinating  calves  with 
the  S.19  strain  has  only  been  in  operation  since  May,  1962 
the  uptake  appears  to  have  been  disappointing.  The  aim  is  to 
build  up  a national  herd  highly  protected  against  this  disease 
by  vaccination.  But  until  that  day  arrives  pasteurisation 
of  milk  must  bo  our  recommendation. 

10.  SMALLPOX : 


In  the  last  report  reference  was  made  to  smallpox  in 
Bradford,  and  to  the  anxiety  occasioned  by  having  eighteen 
close  contacts  in  the  Division.  But  Bradford  was  only  one  of 
the  places  which  had  smallpox  in  1962.  There  were  actually 
five  separate  importations,  all  from  a smallpox  epidemic  in 
Pakistan  in  late  1961  and  early  19o2.  Of  the  five  importations 
two  gave  rise  to  considerable  numbers  of  secondary(or  indigenuous) 
cases,  the  largest  numbers  being  in  the  Rhonnda  and  Bradford. 

The  total  number  of  secondary  cases  was  62.,  of  which  24  proved 
fatal.  Tills  ms  a high' mortality  rate,  but  no  higher  than  was 
to  be  expected  in  communities  having  a low  level  of  protection. 
This  year  Sweden  and  Poland  have  had  smallpox  outbreaks , and 
until  the  disease  can  be  eradicated  from  the  countries  where 
it  prevails  in  Asia,  Africa  and  South  America,  vaccination 
must  remain  the  main  protection  of  the  Europeans,  khen  sea 
travel  was  the  only  method  of  travel  the  danger  was  small. 

But  with  air  travel  infected  people  are  arriving  in  Europe, 
either  during  the  incubation  period  or  the  early  stages  of  the 
illness.  Even  when  seen  by  a doctor,  the  disease  may  not  be 
recognised  for  what  it  is,  either  because  it  has  been  modified 
by  previous  vaccination,  or  because  the  physician  is  not  on 
the  alert  for  this  unlikely  disease.  In  the  past  five  years 
50  travellers  have  imported  smallpox  into  Europe  and  infected 
250  other  people. 
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11.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

A good  deal  has  been  written  about  this  disease  in- 
previous  reports,  so  it  will  be  sufficient  to  say  here 
that  the  disease  in  Britain  is  steadily  diminishing  and 
that  if  the 'attack  is  maintained  it  could  well  be  eliminated 
within  a decade 'or  two.  The  attack  consists  of  case  finding 
by  diagnostic  X-rays  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  elderly 
extensive  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  school • children  and 
•at  risk'  categories.,  effective  drug  treatment;  thorough 
contact  tracing;  and  retention  of  sufficient  bods  to  treat 
cases  needing  hospitalisation.

12.  VENEREAL  DISEASES 


The  spread  of  veneral  diseases  depends  on  two 
related  factors  - the  extent  of  promiscuity  and  the  size 
of  the  infector  pool.  The  first  factor  is  a symptom  of 
personal  and  public  behaviour,  much  influenced  by  the 
integrity  of  family  life  and  parental  altitudes.  The 
diseases  would  vanish  within  a few  decades  if  promiscuity 
ceased.  The  infector  pool  - the  second  factor  - is 
increased  by  promiscuity,  but  is  reduced  as  infected  cases 
progress  beyond  the  conta.gious  stage;  or  more  important, 
when  infected  persons  are  cured.  The  diseases  would  be 
eradicated  if  all  infected  persons  were  effectively  treated 
simultaneously.  Following  the  peak  demobilisation  year  of 
1946  the  incidence  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  fell r apidly 
until  the  mid  1950's.  There  were  hopes  that  they  night 
eventually  disappear.  But  since  then  the  trends  in 
illegitimate  births,  and  numbers  attending  V.D,  clinics  for 
the  first  time,  reinforce  the  general  impression  that 
promiscuity  has  risen  substantially.  And  the  fear  of  V.D. 
seems  no  longer  an  important  buttress  to  sexual  morality. 
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The  increases  in  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea  are  not 
confined  to  this  country.  Similar  trends  have  been  observed 
in  America  and  Aar ope.  The  highest  rates  are  amongst  teenagers, 
immigrants  and  homosexuals j along  with  the  traditional  pattern 
of  high  incidence  amongst  prostitutes  and  sailors.  Without 
going  into  the  quostion  of  morals,  it  would  seem  that  the 
population  *at  risk’  hereabouts  should  have  a 'low  incidence  of 
V.D.  because  of  the  distance  from  the  large  towns  and  seaports 
which  maintain  theinfector  pools.  The  available  statistics 
for  recent  years  confirm  that.

11.  SUPPL3M3HTARY  RSI-J&PJCS ; 

Of  the  30  Improvement  Grants  30  were  Standard  Grants 
and  3 Discretionary.  There  were  16  Standard  Grants  completed 
during  the  year  with  a total  grant  paid  of  £1,401  and  5 
Discretionary  Grants  completed  with  a grant  of  £1,190, 

Of  the  33  schemes  approved  10  were  for  tenanted  properties. 

Publicity  has  been  given  to  the  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Grants'  scheme  and  letters  written  to  all  owners 
of  tenanted  property.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to 
provide  a demonstration  house,  but  as  yet  no  suitable 
property  has  come  on  the  market. 

No  new  Council  houses  have  been  built  during  the 
year,  but  with  casual  vacancies  in  existing  houses  the 
Council  was  able  to  rehouse  20  families.  6 of  these 
consisted  of  rehousing  existing  tenants  in  more  suitable 
accommodation,  the  remainder  being  taken  from  the  out- 
standing lists  of  housing  applicants. 

It  is* the  Council's  policy  that  the  tenancies  of  the 
one  and  two-bedrooraed  flats  on  the  Gloucester  Avenue 
estate  be  confined  to  elderly  people,  with  a view  to  eventually 
providing  a warden  service  by  arrangement  with  the  Nest 
Riding  County  Council. 

3 cottages  on  Clog  Bridge,  purchased  by  agreement 
for  road  widening  purposes,  have  been  demolished  by  direct 
labour. 


A house  in  Thanet  Square,  which  will  be  included  in 
a proposed  future  clearance “area,  has  been  purchased  by 
agreement,  and  is  now  let  for  temporary  accommodation. 

4 6 houses  were  erected  during  the  year  by  private 
enterprise,  of  which  44  were  on  new  housing  estates  and 
2 were  private  detached  dwellings.  Many ’ more  were  in 
the  course  of  erection  and  the  erection  of  a further  106 
houses  is  approved. 

An  undertaking  was  received  from  the  owners  of  an 
unfit  house  in  Keighley  Road  not  to  relet  the  property  for 
human  occupation. 

Frost  caused  considerable  damage  to  houses  on  all 
the  Council's  estates  in  the  early  months  of  the  year. 
Plumbing  work  has  since  been  carried  out  to  enable  all 
outside  toilets  to  bo  isolated  and  drained  when  necessary 
as  frost  occurs. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS : 

Accommodation  for  movable  dwellings  within  the  district 
consists  of  a ’ residential  caravan  site  at  Cringles  Park,  which 
is  licensed  for  50  vans,  and  a site  at  Brown  Bank  licensed 
for  50  caravans  for  holiday  and  recreational  purposes  only. 

In  addition,  there  is  one  individually  licenced  caravan  within 
the  area. 
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The  Cringles  Caravan  Park  has  boon  developed 
to  a residential  standard.  A drainage  system  with  septic 
tank  has  been  installed,  and  a borehole  provides  a satisfactory 
water  supply.  All  services  are  laid  to  each  individual 
standing.  An  administrative  building  has  been  constructed 
which,  in  addition  to  an  office  and  retail  shop  accommodates 
toilet  facilities  and  a communal  laundry.  Standings  are 
available  for  the  largest  residential  caravans,  and  many  of 
the  mobile  homes,  now  on  the  Park,  are  fitted  with  bathrooms 
and  W.C 1 s and  hot  and  cold  water  supply. 

Brown  Bank  Caravan  Site  is  still  a popular  holiday 
site,  and  has  a satisfactory  water  supply  from  a borehole. 

A toilet  block,  providing  sanitary  accommodation  to  holiday 
site  standard,  is  also  available.  There  are  still  a number 
of  chalets  on  the  site  and  it  is  the  owner’s  intention  to 
replace  these  with  caravans  within  the  next  3 years,  A 
scheme  is  now  under  preparation  to  double  the  size  of  this 
site  and  to  provide  additional  facilities  as  required  by  the 
i960  Act. 

4.  WATER  SUPPLY; 


The  public  water  supply  in  this  district  is 
provided  by  Bradford  Corporation  Waterworks  Department,  and 
a good  relationship  exists  between  the  two  Authorities. 

Samples  of  tho  supply  are  taken  regularly  by  this  Authority, 
and  the  Waterworks  Engineer  is 'notified  of  the  results, 

6 bacteriological  and  2 plumbo -solvency  samples  were  taken 
during  tho  year;  all  were  satisfactory. 

The  Council  has  agreed  in  principle  to  the 
addition  of  fluoride  to  tho  public  supply,  and  have  approached 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  their  approval.  The 
public  supply  at  present  contains  a natural  fluoride  content 
of  0.4  parts  per  million. 

A scheme  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Water  Engineer 
for  the  extension  of  tho  public  supply  to  Brunt hwr.it o. 

Tho  proportions  of  financial  contributions  is  being  negotiated 
with  the  Authorities  concerned.  The  Engineer  is  now 
investigating  tho  possibility  of  extending  the  public  supply 
to  Swart ha. 


There  are  many  private  water  supplies  in  the 
district,  and  these  are  sampled  regularly  by  the  Department 
as  a matter  of  routine.  19  bacteriological  samples  were 
token,  of  which  11  were  unsatisfactory.  One  chemical  sample 
was  taken,  this  was  satisfactory. 

5 . SEWERAGE  AH)  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL ; 

Tho  joint  trunk  sewerage  scheme,  t eking  sowago 
from  this  district  and  part s of  Skipton  Rural  District,  was 
completed  during  the  2rear,  and  since  late  October  sewage  from 
this  area  has  been  flowing  to  the  Keighley  Sewage  Works  at 
Mar  ley.  The  supervision  of  the  syphons,  settlement  tank  and 
recorder  was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Contractor,  H.O,  Andrews, 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Up  to  October  the  Council1 s existing 
sewage  works,  in  Keighley  Road,  wore  maintained  in  operation 
with  all  expenditure  on  maintenance  and  repairs  kept  to  a 
minimum.  The  works  are  now  disused  apart  from  3 settlement 
tanks  which  are  to  be  used  for  primary  settlement  of  storm 
water,  overflowing  from  the  trunk  power,  prior  to  discharge  to 
river. 

A 30  yard  length  of  the  foul  sewer,  serving 
the  hamlet  of  Swart ha,  which  was  subject  to  frequent  blockages 
has  been  relaid  in  6"  pitch  fibre. 

Extensions  have  been  made  to  both  the  foul 
and  surface  water  sowers  in  Bank lands  lane,  Aireville  Crescent, 
Craven  Drive  and  Craven  Avenue,  in  connection  with  private 
hous in g dove lopment . 


Throughout  the  year  the-  Council  has  again 
offered  a £10  grant  to  owners  of  property  towards  the  cost  of 
converting  waste  water  closets  to  IT.Cs.  17  such  conversions 
have  been  carried  out  and  7 waste  water  closets  have  been 
abolished  under  improvement  grant  schemes. 

3 new  septic  tanks  have  been  constructed  in 
connection  with  modernisation  schemes  to  outlying  farmhouses. 

I'lc-gotiations  have  continued  throughout  the 
year  to  establish  a standard  charge  for  the  treatment  of  farm 
effluent  throughout  the  Keighley  Craven  Area,  but  as  yet  no 
final  agreement  has  been  made  and  no  charges  levied.  In  the 
meantime,  several  farmers  are  taking  steps  to  exclude  their 
effluent  from  the  sewerage  system  and  are  installing  land 
irrigation  schemes. 


6.  FACTORIES; 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  0,  new  factory 
in  Howden  Road,  and  for  extensions  to  an  existing  factory  in 
the  town.  Before  approving  such  schemes,  the  plans  are  submitted 
to  H*!I*  Inspector  of  Factories  and  to  the  Fire  Officer,  for  their 
consideration  and  observations. 

Informal  a ction  has  been  taken  in  6 cases 
mainly  for  the  decoration  or  repair  of  defective  sanitary 
accommodation  at  existing  factories. 

Some  outworking  is  still  continued  in  the 
district  in  connection  with  the  mending  of  textiles,  and  routine 
inspections  have  been  made. 

7.  WORKPLACES ;

8.  SCHOOLS ; 


There  has  be 

given  in  previous  reports  concerning  the  schools  of  the  district. 

Accommodation  in  the  two  main  school  buildings 
is  apparently  still  inadequate,  for  use  continues  to  be  made  of 
temporary  classrooms  in  the  schoolrooms  of  the  various  religious 
denominations.  The  preparation  of  meals  for  both  schools  is 
carried  out  in  a well  equipped  kitchen  at  the  County  Secondary 
School.

KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS ; 


44. 


Complaints  have  been  received  from  occupiers  of 
dwellings  in  the  Howden  Road  area  concerning  the  keeping 
of  pigs  on  land  adjacent  to  their  premises.  The  farmer 
concerned  has  since  purchased  additional  accommodation,  and 
now  no  longer  uses  this  particular  land  for  grazing  his  pigs. 

The  broiler  house  which  was  a source  of  continuous 
complaints  of  noise  nuisance,  caused  by  the  ventilation  fans, 
has  now  closed. 

10.  PLACES  OF  Fid!  BRT  A E'TimTT  : 


The  Council  has  a large  room  available  in  the 
Town  Hall  which  may  be  hired  for  dances  and  social  occasions, 
A scheme  has  been  approved  to  enlarge  the  main  dance  hall 
and  generally  improve  the  cloakroom  and  toilet  accommodation. 
It  is  also  intended  to  provide  a modern  well  equipped  kitchen. 

There  are  6 public  houses  in  the  district,  one  of 
which  has  been  enlarged,  fully  modernized,  and  provided  with 
improved  toilet  facilities. 

11.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT ; 


Routine  smoke  observations  and  visits  to  the 
boiler  plant  have  been  made  throughout  the  year.  No  statutory 
action  has  been  necessary,  although  one  informal  notice  has 
been  served. 

There  are  no  immediate  plans  to  establish  smoke 
control  areas  in  the  town,  although  a considerable  number 
of  voluntary  conversions  to  smokeless  fuel  are  being  carried 
out. 

It  is  the 'Council1 s policy  to  replace  the  old 
firegrates  in  their  own  houses  with  approved  appliances 
whenever  possible.  The  Building  Byelaws  require  the  provision 
of  similar  appliances  in  new  houses,  and  Discretionary 
Grants  are  conditional  on  such  appliances  being  installed. 

12.  OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  a tannery  in  the  district  carrying  on 
the  tra.de  of  a fellmonger.  This  is  situated  on  the  fringe 
of  the  residential  area,  and  no  nuisance  from  the  process 
has  arisen. 

13.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  from 
domestic  premises  is  maintained  throughout  the  residential 
and  shopping  area  of  the  town.  Under  normal  conditions 
refuse  is  collected  from  dwellings  in  the  outlying  areas 
every  6 weeks,  but  with  the  excessive  snowfalls  experienced 
in  the  early  months  of  the  year  no  collections  were  possible 
from  these  out-districts  until  early  March, 

A 12  cubic  yard  Harrier  Dual-Tip  vehicle,  with 
one  driver  and  4 loaders,  collects  the  bulk  of  the  refuse 
from  the  town  centre,  with  a 7 cubic  yard  Harrier  side 
loader  collecting  the  out -districts.  This  latter  vehicle 
is  used  for  collecting  trade  refuse  when  required,  and  is 
a standby  vehicle  in  case  of  emergency.  An  additional  man  is 
also  available  if  delays  occur  through  sickness  or  bad 
weather  conditions. 
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Trailers  are  used  with  the  vehicles  for  the 
collection  of  waste  paper.  This  is  baled  at  the  sewage 
works  with  'a  hand  press,  and  one  man  is  responsible  for 
paper  baling  and  maintaining  the  controlled  tip.  The 
salvage  is  all  sold  as  minted  waste  and  the  Council's 
merchants  have  collected  all  produced  during  the  year. 

Tipping  is  carried  out  on  land  adjoining  the 
sewage  works  in  Keighley  Road,  and  the  tipping  surface  is 
dressed  when  required  with  gammexane  to  minimise  insect 
infestation.  Considerable  levelling  of  the  tip  surface  has 
been  carried  out  by  a hired  mechanical  shovel. 

A fire  occurred  on  the  tip  in  December,  probably 
due  to  hot  ashes  being  tipped  unnoticed.  The  Fire  Service 
was  called  and  fortunately,  the  outbreak  was  extinguished 
before  it  became  deep  seated. 

There' are  approximately  30  litter  bins  situated 
around  the  built-up  area  of  the  town  which  are  emptied  weekly. 

During  the  forthcoming  year  it  is  intended  to 
reorganize  both  the  refuse  disposal  and  waste  paper  baling* 
All  the  old  buildings,  now  redundant  at  the  sewage  works, 
are  to  bo  demolished  and  the  existing  land  treatment  areas 
used  for  refuse  disposal.  The  additional  land  will  permit 
tipping  in  more  shallow  bays  and  the  tip  will  be  loss 
conspicuous. 


A new  waste  paper  baling  shed  io  to  be  erected 
at  the  new  depot  at  the  Old  Corn  Mill,  Keighley  Road,  and  a 
powered  waste  paper  press  is  to  be  installed. 

1 A.  ROD  DPT  COKTROL. 


Rodent  control  in  the  area  is  mainly  carried  out 
by  one  of  the  Council's  employees  who  has  been  specially 
trained  in  this  work,  although  normally  employed  on  other 
duties.  The  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works  received  routine 
treatments,  in  addition  29  other  properties  voro  treated 
for  minor  rat  or  mice  infestation. 

A treatment  of  20^  of  the  manholes  on  the  sewerage 
system  was  carried  out  using  fluoracet amide. 

Trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year  from 
rabbits  infesting  allotments  owned  by  the  Council.  A 
contractor,  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  was 
employed  and  the  treatment  appears  to  have  boon  successful. 

The  neighbouring  Authority  6f  Skipton  Rural 
District  Council,  which  employs  a full-time  operative, 
entered  into  service  contracts  for  regular  treatments  with 
4 isolated,  farms  in  the  out-districts  of  this  Authority.

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17,  ETSPBCTION  AID  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

With  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area, 
meat  and  food  inspections  are  limited  to  dealing  with 
small  amounts  of  unsound  food  reported  by  various  food 
retailers  in  the  town.  Any  such  food  condemned  is 
usually  disposed  of  by  burial  in  the  refuse  tip.  The 
major  portion  of  meat  sold  retail,  from  the  butchers* 
shops  within  the  town,  is  slaughtered  in  the  abattoirs 
of  the  neighbouring  Authorities,  namely,  Keighley  and 
Skipton, 

There  are  6 roundsmen  retailing  mill:  within 
the  district.  5 of  those  retail  T.T,  milk  which  is 
produced  on  local  farms,  but  the  local  Co-operative 
Society  retail  either  pasteurised  or  T.T.  pasteurised, 
processed  outside  the  district.  There  is  also  one 
grocer’s  shop  retailing  T.T.  mill:.  All  these  retail 
supplies  we re  sampled  as 'a  matter  of  routine  and  the 
results  were  as  follows :-

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S 

REPORT. 


1.  HOUSING 


The  only  Council  building  was  on  a cleared  site  of 
unfit  houses  in  NexrmarRet  Street.  23  bungalows  were  in 
course  of  construction  and  5 shops,  with  flats  over,  were 
completed  and  occupied.  On  two  sites  in  the  district  there 
x/ere  36  houses  constructed  by  private  developers. 

In  a proposed  improvement  area  the  Council  purchased 
11  hoxises  from  oxmers  xjho  x-rere  unwilling  to  recondition  their 
properties  and  provide  them  with  hot  water  systems,  bathrooms 
and  internal  water-closets.  More  progress  x-rill  be  made  in 
the  improvement  of  older  houses  as  soon  as  the  local  authority 
is  given  powers  to  enforce  improvements.

2.  FACTORIES. 

There  were  31  mechanical  and  7 non -mechanical  factories 
on  the  Register  and  particulars  of  the  inspections  made  and 
defects  found  are  given  in  the  Appendix  of  the  reports. 

Outwork:-  There  was  only  one  outworker  submitted  on 
the  list  required  by  Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act,  1961. 

The  nature  of  the  work  was  the  altering  of  wearing  apparel. 

The  room  used  was  found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory  for  the 
purpose. 

3.  IlOVAELE  D'  dEILIHGS . 

There  is  one  licensed  caravan  site  known  as  Overdale 
Trailer  Park  which  is  situated  on  the  A 59  S’cLpton  to 
Harrogate  road.  The  licences  authorise  the  use  of  l6y  acres 
of  Land  to  accommodate  190  caravans,  but  the  site  is  not  yet 
fully  developed.  There  are  adequate  sanitary  conveniences, 
washing  facilities,  including  baths  and  showers,  laundries 
and  car  parks.  The  standards  of  the  caravans  and  amenities 
are  high  and  the  supervision  by  the  owners  is  good. 

4.  SEHERAGE  AH)  SMG3  DISPOSAL. 

The  methods  of  sewage  treatment  were  satisfactory,  and 
there  were  no  complaints  of  pollution  which  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  department. 

The  extensions  to  the  sewers  relating  to  housing  develop- 
ment on  the  Regent  Estate  were  23  yards  of  9”  and  50  yards  of 
6"  surface  water  sewers. 

One  pail  closet  remains  in  the  built-up  area,  which  is 
so  situated  in  relation  to  the  sewer  that  it  is  incapable  of 
conversion.  The  improvements  to  sanitary  conveniences  and 
the  new  constructions  were  as  follows

5.  WORKPLACES 

25  visits  were  ms.de  of  these  premises.  The  sanitary 
conveniences  were  sufficient  in  number  and  were  kept  in  a 
clean  and  satisfactory  state  of  repair. 

6.  RCDSHT  COHTROL 

295  visits  were  made  on  this  work,  and  there  were  191 
treatments  on  32  premises. 

The  Council’s  undertakings  - the  sewage  disposal  works , 
slaughterhouse  and  refuse  tip  - were  treated  when  required. 

Three  hospitals  and  20  food  premises  were  treated  at 
regular  intervals  by  disinfestation  firms. 
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7.  SCHOOLS 


’ '35  inspections  were  made  of  school  premises. 

The  school  conveniences  were  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition, 
and  the  standard' of  cleanliness  of  the  canteen  kitchens 
and  the  methods  of  preparing  and  handling  food  were  found 
to  be  high. 

8.  PET  ANIIALS  ACT. 


Three  licences  wore  granted  to  keep  pet  animals. 

The  accommodation  provided  for  the  animals  was  suitable  as 
respects  size,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation  and 
cleanliness  etc. 

9.  I NFS,  PUBLIC  HOUSES.  REFRESH:!?1!  HOUSES  AMD  PLACES  OF 

EE^S’RINM.EIT. 

74  inspections  vrerc  made  of  sanitary  conveniences  on 
these  premises.  Attention  was  given  to  required  repairs  and 
decorating.  The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  was  found 
to  be  good. 

10.  CLEAN  AIR. 

The  first  Smoke  Control  Order  for  the  Burnside 
district,  comprising  357  houses  and  flats,  became  operative 
on  1st  September.  At  the  December  meeting,  the  Health 
Committee  decided  to  recommend  the  Council  to  make  a further 
Order  in  respect  of  527  houses  and  flats  and  31  commercial, 
industrial  and  other  premises  in  an  area  of  456.2  acres. 

The  urban  area  should  be  free  from  domestic  smoke  by  1972 
if  the  proposals  of  the  Health  Committee  are  carried  out. 

Over  the  last  few  years  s moke  from  factory  chimneys 
has  been  greatly  reduced.  There  is  now  only  one  factory 
plant  requiring  modernisation,  which  should  receive  attention 
during  the  early  part  of  1964. 

42  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  made  and 
there  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Dark  Smoko  (Permitted 
Periods)  Regulations,  1953.,  during  the  observations. 

On  other  occasions,  when  smoke  was  being  emitted  in  excess 
the  boiler  houses  concerned  were  visited.  Further  complaints 
were  made  to  the  British  Railways  of  the  emission  of  smoke  from 
locomotives.  The  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  met  the  Assistant  Area 
Divisional  Ihnager  of  the  British  Railways  with  a view  to 
improving  conditions.  There  x^rere  continual  complaints  of 
smoke  emissions  from  an  iron  foundry  cupola  situated  in  a 
smoke  control  area.  A dry  grit  arrester  x/as  installed, 
improved  methods  of  firing  the  cupola  were  introduced  and 
dirty  scrap  metal  was  more  evenly  distributed  throughout 
the  loads.  A gas  torch  ms  fitted  to  further  assist  smoke 
combustion.  Conditions  improved  after  these  modifications. 
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11.  OFFENSIVE  TRAD  IB  ; 

A tripe  foiling  establishment,  situated  on  the 
Council's  slaughterhouse  premises  and  let  to  a butcher, 
was  conducted  in  a satis  factory  manner.  Another  offensive 
trade,  a rag  and  bone  dealer's  promises, was  found  to  be 
clean  and  satisfactory. 

12.  RAG  FLOCK  AMD  OTHFR  FILLING  MATERIA  IS  ACT,  1951. 

Remaking  and  reconditioning  of  furniture  was  carried 
out  on  throe  premises.  Clean  filling  materials  \rcre  used 
and  the  necessary  registers  wore  kept.  Also,  the  premises 
were  found  to  be  clean. 

13.  HEAT  FOR  FEEDING  ANIMALS . 


Two  shops  sold  meat  for  the  consumption  by  dogs, 
cats  and  other  animals.  The  Byelaws  were  complied  with 
by  selling  only  sterilised  meat. 

14.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AID  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  was  collected  by  means  of  two  Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  14  cu.  yds,  dual-tip  vehicles,  fitted  with  refuse 
compression  plates  and  one  Dennis  dual-tip  vehicle  of 
IS  cu,  yds,  capacity.  These  Vehicles  were  found  to  be  a 
great  improvement  on  the  side-loading  vehicles  previously 
used.  The  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  at  one  tip 
situated  off  Ings  Lane.  Conditions  continued  to  be 
difficult  at  the  tip  owing  to  the  lack  of  covering  material 
and  the  quantity  of  light  bulky  refuse.  Mechanical 
equipment  was  again  hired  for  the  purpose  of  grading  the 
completed  tip  and  removing  soil  from  a further  tipping  area 

As  in  previous  years  on  incentive  bonus  for  the 
collection  of  waste  paper  was  paid  in  Juno  and  November  and 
the  bonus  received  by  the  fourteen  workmen  was  £172.  17.  10 

The  Department  continued  to  collect  tro.de  refuse  for 
a small  charge,  the  contents  of  on©  dustbin  being  collected 
free  of  charge. 

The  following  account  of  the  cost  of  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  was  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council.

15.  STORAGE  OF  PTTROLIUM  SPIRIT. 

43  licences  were  granted  authorising  the  storage  of 
64,390  gallons  of  petrol,  176  gallons  of  petroleum  mixtures 
and  10  tons  4 cwts.  of  carbide  of  calcium. 

One  new  petrol  tank  was  installed  in  place  of  an 
existing  tank  which  failed  the  required  test.  Three  new 
tanks  were  installed  on  other  premises. 

16.  IiTS  PICT  I GIT  AFP  SUPERVISION  Of  FOOD . 


(a)  Id  Ik  Supply; 

There  were  only  three  of  the  20  distributors  on  the 
register  retailing  raw  milk.  Over  90 % of  the  milk  consumed 
in  the  area  wa s pasteurised.  30  samples  were  submitted 
to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  eight  samples  to  the  Ring 
Test  for  the 'detection  of  Brucella  Abortus.  One  sample  of 
raw  and  one  of  pasteurised  milk  failed  the  Methylene  Blue 
Tost.  When  the  supplies  were  resampled  the  results  were 
satisfactory.  One  positive  Ring  Test  was  found  negative 
on  culture. 

(b)  Slaughterhouse ; 

There  is  one  public  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  which  was 
modernised  a number  of  years  ago  and  is  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  All  the  meat  was  inspected  before  it 
was  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  to  comply  with  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations,  1963.  The  charges  vorc  increased 
to  include  for  the  inspection  fee  as  follows;-  12/6d.  per  bovine 
animal;  3/3d  per  calf;  5/9d  per  pig;  3/-  per  sheep,  lamb 
or  goat.  Approximately  half  of  one  inspector* s normal 
working  hours  and  overtime  on  Mondays,  Saturdays  and  holidays 
was  spent  on  this  work.  Particular  attention  was  given  to 
the  manner  in  which  neat  was  handled  and  conveyed  from  the 
s laughter hous e . 

24  licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  granted,  during 
the  year. 

Condemned  meat  was  stained  with  a green  dye  and  sold 
to  a firm  who  processed  it  under  steam  pressure.

sludge  pumping  wells  which  should  facilitate  the  clearing  of 
each  section  pipe  in  the  event  of  stoppage  and  so  cut  out  the 
hiring  of  a cesspool  emptier  or  other  pumping  gear  as  has  been 
necessary  in  the  past,  no  major  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  at  these  works. 

Of  impending  work  it  is  proposed  to  erect  one  further 
garage  for  storage  purposes,  and  the  possibility  of  the  erection 
of  garaging  facilities  for  the  refuse  vehicle  is  being  examined. 

Sewer  Extensions 

No  sewer  extensions  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
past  year. 

Specifications  a.nd  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the 
small  schemes  a.t  Hallbank  and  Birks. 

The  former  includes  the  extension  of  a branch  sower  to 
take  a group  of  houses  to  outfall  works  to  be  provided. 

The  Birks  scheme  includes  the  laying  of  a branch  sewer 
to  take  foul  water  only,  the  existing  branch  sewer  being  a 
combined  sewer,  carrying  a large  volume  of  road  surface  water. 

This  new  sewer  will  discharge  into  a settlement  tank  which 
will  be  modified  and  improved  and  after  settlement  the  effluent 
will  be  pumped  back  by  electric . pump  float  operated,  over  a 
distance  of  90  yds.  and  discharge,  by  agreement,  into  a private 
drainage  system  at  a higher  level,  and  thence  into  the  Council’s 
main  sewer. 

It  is  anticipated  that  both  these  schemes  will  be 
put  in  hand  and  completed  early  in  the  New  Year. 
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Pont  Sewage  Disposal 

Operated  as  formerly  on  a system  of  settlement 
combining  land  filtration,  no  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

One  section  of  defective  sewer  at  the  rear  of 
properties  adjacent  to  the  Sun  Inn,  Dent,  has  been  relaid  and 
a now  manhole  provided. 

Lea  Gate  Sewage  Disposal - 

Ho  improvements  or  extensions  have  been  carried 
out  to  the  above  works,  usual  maintenance  only  being  required. 

Gnrsdalo  (Railway  Cottages)  Sewnso  Disposal 

Maintained,  together  with  Dent,  at  weekly  intervals 
by  one  of  the  Council's  employees,  no  improvements  have  been 
necessary  to  these  works  which  treat  the  sewage  from  fifteen 
cottages  together  with  the  Station  premises.

Refuse  Col-lection  and  Disposal 

In  operation  originally  as  a service  which  covered 
the  town  of  Sodbergh  only,  this  service  was  extended  in  1949 
to  cover  Dent,  and  by  degrees  to  cover  the  greater  part  of' 
the  district.

As  from  the  inception  of  the  extended  service, 
the  Council  continue  to  make  use  of  the  two  tipping  points 
at  Langstono  Quarry  and  Busk  Lane  Quarry  respectively,  the 
last-named  being  adjacent  to  the  town  of  -Sedbergh  and  for 
occasional  use  only  in  the  event  of  bad  weather  conditions j 
i.e. , snow,  preventing  the  use  of  the  main  tip  at  Langstone 
Quarry,  which  is  situated  approximately  2k  miles  from 
Sedbergh  on  the  Hawes  Road.

Rodent  Control 

As  formerly,  disinfestation  of  the  Council’s  main 
tip  at  Langstone  continues  on  a monthly  basis,  with  similar 
treatment  of  the  emergency  tip  at  Busk  Lane  Quarry  at  bi- 
monthly intervals. 

Test  baiting  and  poisoning  of  selected  manholes  on 
the  sewerage  systems  of  Sedbergh  and  Dent  have  revealed  no 
evidence  of  infestation. 

This 'was  as  anticipated,  the  sewers  being  of  small 
diameter  (9"  - 12!l ),  and  running  full  after  even  moderate  rain. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

(a)  Milk  Supplies 


Four  samples  of  T.T,  Milk  were  taken  for  Methylene  Blue 
Test,  three  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

(b)  Slaughterhouses 

One  private  slaughterhouse  only  continues  in  operation 
in  this  district. 

Out  of  a total  of  four  butchers,  three  obtain  their 
supplies  from  the  Central  Slaughterhouse  at  Kendal. 

Water  Analysis 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  results  of  the  analyses 
of  samples  of  water  token  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  during  19  63 •- 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  three  public  supplies  o.t 
Lea.  Gate,  Dent  and  Sedbergh  ore  administered  by  the  Lake  and 
Lune  Water  Board  (as  from"  1st  April,  1962).,  and  that  the 
necessity  for  the  taking  of  samples  from  these  supplies  at 
monthly  (or  shorter)  intervals,  as  was  the  practice  with  this 
authority,  has  not  been  thought  necessary  in  view  of  sampling 
by  the  Water  Board. 
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This  matt  or  was  referred  to  the  Lakes  & Lune  Viator  Board  by  the  Council  for  their  consideration/attention,  and  the 
samples  taken  were  in  support  of  the  contention  that  various  of  the  above  supplies  wore,  in  fact,  inadequate  and/or  open  to 
suspicion. 
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(2)  Chemical 

At  iry  request  three  cod y Analyses  have  been  received 
from  British  Railways,  District  Estate  Office,  Lancaster. 

These  relate  to  the  water  supply  to  two  groups  of 
cottages,  22  in  all,  owned  by  British  Railways  at  Go.rsdc.le 
Head,  and  16  of  which  are  within  this  District. 

Although  filtered  and  chlorinated,  some  fluctuation 
was  shown  in  the  samples  analysed,  two  only  being  completely 
satisfactory. 

By  agreement  with  the  Medical  Officer,  it  has  been 
decided  that  occasional  chock  samples  for  bacteriological 
analysis  shall  be  taken  from  this  supply  by  this  authority. 

Mater  Supplies  Generally. 

On.  the  question  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  three  public 
water  supplies  serving  Loa  Gate,  Dent  and  Sedbcrgh,  now 
administered  by  the  Lakes  & Lune  Mater  Board,  no  difficulty 
has  been  experienced. 

Owing  to  severe  frost  conditions  extending  over  the  period 
December,  1962  to  March  19'63.,  individual  shortages  were 
experienced  over  a wide  area. 

These  shortages  were  alleviated  as  far  as  possible  by  the 
cartage  of  water  by  the  Water  Board,  who  also  freed  many 
frozen  branches  by  the  use  of  electric  current. 


Of  other  work  which  has  taken  up  a considerable  amount 
of  time  during  the  past  year  can  be  mentioned  the  following :- 

(1)  The  Construction  of  a second  Car  Park,  dimensions  200*  x 
100’  to  accommodate  92  vehicles  at  Mortar  Pits,  Sedbcrgh. 

This  is  of  tar-mac  finish  and  includes  the  provision  of 
a toilet  block  complete  with  wash-hand  basins  etc. 

(2)  The  construction  with  temporary  surface  of  a third  small 
Car  Park  adjacent  to  Maryfell,  Sedbergh. 

It  is  intended  that  this  area  will  ultimately  trice  some 
20-25  garages  to  be  erected  by  the  Council,  or  alternatively, 
part  of  the "area  might  be  utilized  for  the  erection  of  a 
Council  depot  - the  site  of  the 'existing  depot'  and  garages 
on  the  Maryfell  Estate  to  be  re-developed  as  a Bungalow  site. 

(3)  Improvements  to  the  Joss  lane  Car  Park.  This  includes 
re-surfacing  and  further  provision  for  the  parking  of  buses 
a.nd  lorries. 

(4)  The  preparation  of  plans  and ’ specifications  for  the 
installation  of  new  drainage  and  outfall  works  at  Kallbank, 
Sedbergh. 

(5)  - Ditto  - at  Birks,  Sedbcrgh  - this  to  include  the 
installation  of  an  electrically  operated  pump  to  deliver  the 
effluent  into  a private  drainage  system  at  a higher  level 
by  arrangement,  and  thence  into  the  main  sewer.

Honnin.?  Avenue.  Dent ham;  With  the  exception  of  one,  the 
tenants 'from  this  area  had  been  rehoused  at  the  year  end,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  early  in  the  now  year  the  owners  will  bo 
pressed  to  comply  with  the  Clearance  Order. 

There 'was  an  application  to  amend  th 
original  order  by  the  deletion  of  one  house,  and  the  ibdificat 
Order  was  submitted  to  the  minister  for  confirmation,  but  his 
decision  was  awaited  at  the  year  end. 

Primrose  Dower.  Low  Bent ban:  The  tenants  from  this  area  were 
rehoused  and  the  site  acquired  by  the  Council.  A scheme  was 
in  preparation  for  the  demolition  of  the  property  and  the 
erection  of  new  dwellings  on  the  site. 

Duke  Street . Bent ham;  Following  the  Council’s  decision  to  make 
a Compulsory  Pur cha.se  Ordor  in  respect  of  this  area,  an  appeal 
was  hoard  by  tho  Ministry’s  Inspector,  but  eventually  the 
appeal  was  dismissed,  and  the  Order  confirmed.  At  the  year 
end  no  rehousing  had  taken  plr.ee. 

Cleveland  Square,  Bent ham;  As  reported  previously  this 
property  was  the  subject 'of  a representation  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  but  no  declaration' had  been  ma.de  regarding 
it.

Site  at  Stainforth  Hall;  This  site  has  been  the  subject  of 
much  discussion  more  particularly  with  regard  to  the  planning 
aspect.  The  site  is  one  which  has  been  in  use  for  many 
years,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  it  should  be  moved  to 
a less  conspicuous  portion  of  the  land,  but  at  the  year  end 
a decision  was  awaited. 


.legne,  ins? let. on;  This  site  which  was 
formerly  the  grounds  of  a large  private  residence  will,  when 
development  is  complete,  be  the  largest  site  so  far  licensed 
within  the  District,  with  accommodation  for  some  135  caravans. 


Development  of  the  site  has  proceeded  throughout  the  year, 
but  as  considerable  work  is  involved  in  the  provision  of 
toilet  facilities  and  a sewage  disposal  plant  the  work  was  not 
completed  at  the  year  end. 


There  has  been  close  liaison  between  the  developer 
and  the  Council's  Officials  as  the  works  proceed,  and  there 
is  every  reason  to  hope  that  when  completed  the  site  will 
be  well  equipped. 


WAT3R  SUPPLIES. 

As  is  now  well  known  the  bull:  of  the  water  in 
the  area  is  supplied  by  the  Graven  Water  Board,  and  so  far 
as  I am  aware  there  were  no  major  extensions  during  the  year. 

Schemes  are  in  hand  for  chlorinating  further 
supplies,  but  these  did  not  appear  to  be  completed  at  the 
year  end.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  complain  about 
the  quality  of  the  Clapham  Supply  (as  in  previous  years), 
the  chlorination  plant  installed  appearing  to  work 
satisfactorily. 

The  village  of  Litton  is  not  particularly  well 
supplied  with  water.  There  is  no  common  supply,  individual 
houses  each  having  their  own  particular  source.  Some  of 
these  sources  are  not  very  satisfactory,  indeed,  some  are 
taken  from  open  streams  and  it  would  seem  rather  difficult 
for  a comprehensive  scheme  to  be  brought  about. 

The  Council  have,  from  time  to  time,  had 
discussions  and  correspondence  with  the  Water  Board,  but 
the  problem  will  not  be  easy  to  solve.

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SWIM  HUG  BATHS 

From  time  to  time  there  are  suggestions  that  -a 
public  swimming  bath  should  be  made  available  in  Settle,  but 
the  financial  aspect  deters  any  scheme  with  this  end  in  view. 

There  are  at ‘present  two  swimming  baths  in  the 
District;  one  is  privately  owned  at  Giggleswick  School,  and 
the  other  is  an  open-air  pool  on  the  river  side  at  Ingleton, 
open  to  the  public,  but  under  the  control  of  a local  organisation. 

The  water  supply  to  this  latter  pool  is  a continuous  flow  from 
the  adjoining  river,  and  is  untreated,  but  the  supply  to  the 
bath  at  the  School  is  from  their  own  private  chlorinated  supply.

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  in 'the 
District  are  under  the  control  of  Mr.  IT.  L.  Jag  gar,  the  Council

As  last  ye ar,  there  has  been  very  little  change 
in  the  industry  of  the  district,  and  the  list  of  outworkers 
show  that  there  are  still  32  persons  employed  at  home,  mainly 
burling  and  mending,  but  owing  to  the  recession  of  the  textile 
trade  they  have  not  been  so  busily  engaged  as  in  the  last  few 
years*  Unfortunately-  for  the  district,  one  burling  and  mending 
factory  closed  down  during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  ADD  DISPOSAL. 

This  service  has  continued  on  the  same  lines 
as  previously,  4 vehicles  and  14  men  being  fully  employed 
collecting  and  disposing  of  refuse  at  the  four  tips  in  the  area 
at  a total  cost  of  £9,600. 

Refuse  was  collected  from  all  the  populated 
parts  of  the  area  and  collections  were  made  every  7 to  10 
working  days. 


The  Ingloton  Tip  was  closed  during  the  year 
having  become  filled  up,  and  investigations  were  carried  out  with 
a view  to  finding  an  alternative  site.  A site  was  viewed  at 
Meal  Bank  Quarry,  and  following  approval  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  an  approach  was  made  to  the  owners  to  allow  its  use, 
but  unfortunately,  public  opinion  was  raised  against  the 
Council’s  decision, ' and  the  site  was  dropped.  The  Granite 
Quarry  in  Chapel-le-Dale  was  a further  suggestion  as  a suitable 
site,  and  an  application  is  to  be  made  for  planning  approval 
for  its  use. 

The  tip  at  Higgle sworth  is  rapidly  being 
filled  up  and  an  alternative  site  for  the  Southern  end  of  the 
District  must  be  found  within  the  next  year.

During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  engage  a 
new  workman  to  replace  the  previous  rodent  operative  who, 
after  prolonged  illness  unfortunately  had  to  retire. 

The  new  operative  was  sent  on  a training  course  at  the  first 
opportunity,  and.  is  now  carrying  out  treatments  and  inspections 
when  his  other  duties  permit. 

In  particular  a treatment  was  carried  out  of  the 
sewers  in  the  Settle/Laftgcliffe/Giggleswick  area,  and  this  was 
made  possible  by  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer’s  Department 
who  loaned  a workman  to  assist  in  the  laborious  task  of  lifting 
the  manhole  covers.  The  treatment  indicated  a heavy  infestation 
in  certain  parts  of  the  system,  mainly  in  the  older  parts  of 
the  Settle  township.

As  reported  last  year,  the  Ministry  fired  January 
1st,  1963  as  the  appointed  day  for  the  Hygiene  and  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  Regulations,  but  as  the  necessary  works  were  not 
completed  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  operating,  the  applications 
for  licence  renewals  ■'fere  refused.  In  two  cases  appeals  against 
the  refusals  were  lodged,  and  at  the  hearing  consideration  was 
adjourned.  Before  the  adjourned  hearing  the  works  to  the  premises 
were  completed  and  licences  issued  with  a result  that  the  appeals 
wore  withdrawn. 


During  the  year  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations 
1963  came  into  operation,  and  the  Council  decided  to  make  the 
maximum  charges  for  the  service.  It  was  hoped  that  the  new 
Regulations  would  allow  Local  Authorities  to  control  the  hours 
of  slaughter,  but  unfortunately,  provision  for  this  was  not  included.

There  must  now1  "be  a 100$  inspection  service  (which  we 
have  attained  for  many'  years') , but  as  carcases  have  to  be 
inspected  within  six  hours  of  slaughter,  it  has  been  found 
that  this  involves  inspection  work  being  carried  out 
outside  normal  working  hours,  particularly  at  week-ends.

Reference  was  made  a few  years  ago  to  the 
common  lodging  houses  formerly  in  existence  in  the  District. 

These,  of  course,  are  businesses  of  the  past; 
the  last  two  houses  being  in  Settle.  They  were  closed  in 
about  1925  and  1929  respectively.

HOUSING: 


So  far  as  slum  clearance  schemes  are  concerned 
progress  during  the  year  was  disappointing.  This  was  partly 
due  to  uncertainty  on  the  Council’s  policy  on  the  rodevlopmcnt 
of  villages.  The  redevlopment  Committee  was  disbanded  and 
some  time  later  the  work  of  redevelopment  was  added  to  the 
duties  of  the  Planning  & Highways  Committee, 

Partly  because  of  the  difficulty  mentioned  in  earlier 
reports  of  securing  the  effective  demolition  of  houses  in  small 
groups,  the  Council  decided  to  buy  several  unfit  houses  in 
confirmed,  clearance  areas;  12  such  houses  were  purchased. 
Tenders  for  the  demolition  of  other  properties  were  accepted, 
but  the  work  ha.d  not  boon  commenced. 

Reports  wore  presented  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
on  24  houses,  either  singly  or  in  small  groups.  It  was  decided 
in  all  cases  that  the  houses  were  unfit  for  habitation,  and 
could  not  be  made  fit  at  reasonable  cost. 

During  the  year  13  houses  were  demolished,  four  in 
a small  Clearance  Area  in  Salterforth,  o in  Gras sin gfc on,  and 
one  which  was  the  subject  of  a Closing  Order,  In  the  case  of 
the  Grassington  Area,  the  redevelopment  of  the  site  by  the 
owner  was  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

11  unfit  houses  we re  closed,  one  Closing  Order  was 
determined,  the  premises  having  been  made  fit  for  habitation. 

40  houses  were  made  fit  after  informal  a ction  by  your  Inspectors. 

Undertakings  to  make  properties  fit  for  habitation 
were  accepted  from  owners  of  five  houses. 

Overcrowding  was  not  a serious  problem  within  tho

PIPROyEMBKT  GRANTS : 


The  administration  of  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes  was 
continued  on  a similar "scale  as  hitherto.  Mainly  owing  to 
staff  changes  it  was  not  possible  to  implement  Circular  42/62 
as  it  had  been  intended. 

It  appears  that  the  fact  that  no  work  on  improvement 
grant  schemes  must  be  done  before  approval  has  been  received 
has  no w been  realised  and  none  was  so  commenced. 

In  the  case  of  one  Discretionary  Grant,  deviation  from 
the  deposited 'scheme  was  reported  to  Committee.  The  advice  of 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  was  sought  and 
the  Committee  on  being  satisfied  that  the  Improvement  Grant 
standard  had  been  achieved  the  grant  was  paid.

MOVABLE  D'.’GLLr'GS 

An  application  was  received  for  planning  permission  and 
site  licence  for  the  establishment  of  12  caravans  on  a site 
adjoining  the  village  of  Buckden.  After  very  careful  consideration 
and  site  inspection  it  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the  County 
Council  that 'planning  permission  be  approved  subject  to  the 
usual  site  conditions  being  imposed*  The  main  reason  for  this 
decision  was  that  there  were  already  five  caravans  in  prominent 
positions  near  the  proposed  site  and  the  applicant  had  agreed 
that  these  caravans  would  be  moved  to  the  new  site  if  permission 
was  given.  The  Council’s  recommendation  which  was  made  in  spite 
of  objections  from  the  Parish  Council  limited  the  site  to  ton 
caravans.  The  County  Council  later  refused  the  application. 

The  consideration  of  the  site  licence  application  accordingly 
did  not  arise. 

Contravention  of  site  licence  conditions  and  conditions 
imposed  on  the  planning  consent  were  reported  to  meetings  of  the 
Highways  & Planning  Committee.  In  the  first  instance  it  was 
decided  that  the  site  operator  be  given  28  days  in  which  to 
tidy  the  site  and  comply  with  the  conditions.  This  was, 
unfortunately,  not  carried  out  and  accordingly  a further  report 
was  made  to  the  Committees  after  consideration  of  the  second 
report  it  was  decided  that  proceedings  be  taken  against  the  site 
operator  for  contravention.  As  soon  as  this  decision  became 
known,  tho  operator  cleared  the  caravans  off  the  site  except  for 
one  or  two  which  were  not  occupied,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
this  position  still  appertained. 

For  several  jwars  up  to  40  caravans  have  been  stationed 
on  a farm  at  Skyreholme  without  planning  permission,  and  site 
licence  having  been  obtained  by  the  owner,  in  spite  of  several 
efforts  to  persuade, the  operator  to  apply  for  planning  permission 
and  a liconce.  The  position  became  completely  intolerable 
during  the  year  and  the  West  Hiding  County  Council  decided  to 
impose  discontinuance  orders  on  all  tho  caravans  situated  on 
this  farm.  At  tho  end  of  the  year  the  orders  had  not  been 
complied  with.  Discontinuance  orders  wore  also  made  in  respect 
of  tho  stationing  of  3 caravans  in  tho  parish  of  Hobdon. 


Tho  large  site  at  Long  Ashes,  Threshfield,  which 
formerly  accommodated.  300  caravans  was  increased  to  320 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  the  necessary  sanitary 
conveniences  and  other  amenity  blocks  increased  on  a pro- 
rata basis. 

Some  concern  was  expressed  by  certain  members  of  the 
Council,  particularly  those  representing  tho  Parishes  in 
the  National  Parks  Area,  at  tho  large  increase  of  camping, 
particularly  in  touts,  on  Land  which  was  not  the  subject 
of  either  planning  permission  and  site  licence.  This  problem 
was  discussed  at  some  length  between  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  and  later  by  the  Public  Health  Committee,  It  was 
decided  that  the  Council  bo  requested  to  provide  an  increased 
number  of  sanitary  conveniences  to  alleviate  the  nuisance 
caused  by  itinerant  camping  and  also  nuisance  which  had  been 
created  by  tho  large  influx  of  motorists,  particularly  at 
week-ends  and  holidays.  At  tho  end  of  the  year  no  further 
conveniences  had,  in  fact,  been  erected,  but  sympathetic 
consideration  was  being  given  to  this  point  of  view  by  the 
appropriate  Committee*  As  an  outcome  of  the  discussions  on 
this  matter,  byelaws  for  tho  control  of  itinerant  camping 
were  adopted  and  sent  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  & Local 
Government  for  confirmation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
confirmation  had  not  been  received,  though  there  was  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  confirmation  will  not  be  forthcoming 
at  an  early  date. 

During  the  year  site  licences  and  planning  permission 
were  obtained  for  3 sites  for  individual  caravans  in  Gargravc, 
Bolton  Abbey  and  Barden  respectively ; two  of  these  caravans 
were  put  on  the  sites  so7iected,  but  in  the  case  of  the  one 
at  Bolton  Abbey  the  application  was  withdrawn.  The  now  site 
at  Salt  erf  orth  which  I mentioned  in  my  last  Annual  Report 
was  never  established  and  the  site  is  still  in  its  virgin- 
state. 

At  the  end  of  tho  year  there  were  7 sites  in  use 
with  capacities  varying  from  4 to  320  caravans.  The  number 
of  caravans  which  wore  stationed  on  multiple  sites  was  451. 
There  was  no  residential  site  licensed  as  such,  but  on  one 
or  two  sites  there  were  several  caravans  which  were  lived 
in  all  year,  3 site  licences  authorising  the  use  of  caravans 
and  sites  of  not  more  than  3 on  each  site  wore  issued,  2 of 
these  were  renewals  of  earlier  licences,  the  total  number 
of  licensed  caravans  increased  by  6. 

PUBLIC  'LIT  HP,  SUPPLY. 

Tho  greater  part  of  the  District  was  served  by 
the  Craven  Hater  Board,  but  the  parishes  of  Addingham  and 
part  of  Bumsall  wore  supplied  from  the  Bradford  Corporation 
mains. 

The  Engineer /Manager  of  the  Hater  Board  has  been 
good  enough  to  furnish  the  information  set  out  overleaf;-

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PRIVATE  SUPPLIES. 

Tho  sampling,  and  so  far  as  possible,  tho  supervision, 
of  the  private  water  supplies  which  are  still  in  use  throughout 
the  District,  was  continued. 

Samples  of  the  supplies  to  part  of  Lothe.rsda.le, 

Halton  Last  and  the  Hanbleton  area  of  Bolton  Ab bey  still  showed 
some  pollution  after  wet  weather.  It  appears  that  the  only 
real  solution  to  the  problem  in  these  parishes  is  for  the 
Craven  Water  Board  to  lay  on  alternative  supplies. 


Samples  taken  during  the  year  from  the  Threshfield 
supply  were  all  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  water  mains  and  service 
pipes  on  this  supply  are  rather  badly  corroded,  and  to  many 
houses  the  supply  is  an  intermittent  one  and  should  bo  replaced 
by  a more  satisfactory  supply  at  an  early  date. 

Further  to  my  19-2  report  o^  the  supply  of  water  to 
Malsis  School,  Glusburn,  sampling  revealed  pollution  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  On  investigation  this  was  found  to  bo 
due  to  tho  chlorination  plant  having  been  frozen  up  and  thereby 
rendered  inoperative.  Hand  chlorination  was  rosortod  -to, 
and  later  samples  were  sterile.  In  view  of  the  intermittently 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  water  being  supplied  to  the 
school,  a borehole  was  sunk  during  the  year.  This  supply,which 
is  for  the  solo  use  of  the  school,  was  found  on  repeated  sampling 
after  its  completion,  to  be  satisfactory,  consequently  no 
chlorination  plant  was  installed,  and  the  water  is  being  supplied 
to  tho  school  without  treatment  of  any  kind. 


For  many  years  complaints  have  been  sent  to  the  owner 
of  farms  in  the  Woodside  area  of  Oononlgy  on  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  supply  serving  them.  During  the  year  the  owner 
decided  that  a borehole  should  be  put  down  in  this  locality; 
this  was  done  and  all  the  farms  in.  this  area  are  now  supplied 
with  practically  sterile  water  from  the  newly  sunk  borehole. 


During  the  course  of  the  year  sampling  of  the  various 
private  supplies  in  the  Distract  were  extended  to  include  a test 
for  Fluoride  content.  All  the  reports,  details  of  which  are  set 
out  below,  showed  that  the  amount  of  fluorides  w as  low  in  all 
the  waters  sampled. 

19  samples  taken  - Natural  Fluoride  varied  between 

0,05  p,p.m.  and  0,45  p.p.m. 


Sampling  for  bacteriological  analysis  was  continued 
throughout  tho  year  as  hitherto,  122  samples  were  taken,  of  these 
9 6 were  satisfactory  and  26  unsatisfactory.  2 samples  were  sent 
for  chemical  analysis;  both  were  satisfactory.  2 samples  were 
taken  from  the  Hater  Board  Supply  to  Cononley  village  for 
acidity  and  lead  content;  both  were  slightly  alkaline  and 


free  from  lead.

The  Council rs  Engineer  & Surveyor  has  been  good 
enough  to  furnish  the  information  set  out  below

the  exception  of  the  connection  from  Farnhill  and  Kildwick 
completed  during  the  year. 

2.  Draughton  and  Halt on  East  combined  scheme  commenced  in 
November,  1963.,  and  still  in  progress. 

3.  No  schemes  are  awaiting  approval  at  year  end. 

4.  Schemes  for  Appletreewicic  and  Ihrtons  Both  in  course  of 
preparation  at  year  end. 

DRAINAGE  HORX  AND  SANITARY  ACC0:£JCDA1I(X; . 

The  supervision  of  all  drainage  work  was  continued 
so  far  as  is  known,  no  drains  were  covered  over  without  being 
inspected  and/or  tested  by  the  hydraulic  test,  2,239  yards 
of  4:1  drain  and  24  yards  of  6!!  drain  were  inspected  and  tested 
1,943  yards  of  4!1  drain,  34  yards  of  6!!  drain  and  73  yards  of 
9”  drain  were  inspected  but  not  tested.  Only  in  a few  cases 
was  it  necessary  to  disapprove  and  re-test  the  systems  after 
modifications , 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  privy  conversion  scheme 
to  a greater  extent  during  the  year  and  9 pail  closets  were 
converted  to  fresh  water  closets.  The  grant  scheme  for  the 
conversion  of  waste  water  closets  to  fresh  water  closets  was 
also  used  to  a greater  extent  and  22  such  conveniences  were 
also  converted.  In  addition  a further  24  pail  closets  and  43 
waste  water  closets  were  converted,  either  as  part  of  Housing 
Improvement  Grant  schemes  or  without  grant  aid. 

BUIIDING. 

The  amount  of  new  building  work  being  carried  on 
throughout  the  year  was  on  a somewhat  smaller  scale  than  last 
ye  cm*. 


Details  of  the  administration  of  the  Building 
Byelaws  are  set  out  in  the  following  table,  those  relating  to 
Council  construction  have  been  supplied  by  the  Engineer  and

FACTORIES  & WORKSHOPS. 

Administrative  duties  under  the  Factories  Act, 

1961  were  continued.  55  inspections  were  made  and  the 
attention  of  occupiers  of  factories  was  drawn  to  13 
contraventions  of  the  Act. 

liinor  changes  in  the  occupation  of  4 factories, 
in  all  cases  small  ones,  were  noted. 

The  number  of  outworkers  engaged  in  burling  and 
mending  of  worsted  cloth  was  39.,  of  these  47  live  in  the 
District  and  42  outside.  Those  living  in  the  District  were 
visited  from  tine  to  time;  particulars  of  those  living  in 
other  Districts  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of 
the  Districts  concerned. 

KEEPING  OF  P5TR0LEU1-:  3 Prill. 

“The  administration  of  the  Petroleum  Spirit  Acts  and 
Regulations  was  continued  with 'the  co-operation  of  the  County 
Fire  Service,  Pressure  tests  on  12  old  or  new  tanks  were 
supervised. 

Huisances  arising  from  the  leakage  of  petroleum 
products  into  the  ground  and  land  drains  cams  to  light  in 
two  cases.  The  source  of  "the  nuisances  were,  after  intensive 
investigation,  found  and  new  tanks  installed. 

The  licences  operative  at  the  year  end  authorised 
the  storage" of  222,200  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  or  mixtures 
and  112  lbs.  of  carb5.de  of  calcium.  These"  figures  do  not 
include  the  amount  of  fuel  oil  stored  as  no  licence  is 
required  for  its  storage. 

SCHOOLS. 

Visits  were  made  to  schools,  particularly  those  with 
canteen  facilities.  The  extension "of  sewerage  facilities  made 
possible  the  conversion"  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  in 
the  case  of  1 school;  6 pails  wore  converted. 

KEIPIHG  Oh1  AITII  ALS: 

There"  are  no  byelaws  governing  the  keeping  of  animals 
operative  within  the  District,  Complaints  of  nuisance  from 
the  dropp5.ngs  from  dogs  and  the  noise  made  by  them  in  a badly 
situated  and  managed  kennel,  were  made.  Although  the  noise 
nuisance  could  not  properly  be  substantiated,  the  dogs  wore 
removed  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

PLACES  OF 

Such  places  were  again  visited  from  time  to  time  in 
connection  with  catering  and  the  sanitary  conveniences.  In 
the  main  the  conveniences  are  reasonably  satisfactory;  this 
statement  applies" "particularly  to  hotels  served  by  various 
breweries,  the  management  of  which  I have  always  found  to  be 
very  co-operative  when  defects  are  brought  to  their  notice. 
Sanitary  conveniences  were,  however,  found  to  be  inadequate  in 
three "hotels  not  owned  by  breweries.  Notices  were  served  under 
Section  09  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1933.,  requiring  additional 
conveniences  to  be  installed.  The  notices  had  not  been' complied 
with  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  proposals  had  been  deposited 
in  two  casesv  ..  . . 

Sanitary  conveniences  woro  renewed  or  improved  in  1 case. 
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SI  013  ABATE' PUT 

Smoke  observations  on  factory  chimneys  were  made 
from  time  to  time,  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  were  noted. 

Consideration  was  given  to  amending  the  tenancy 
conditions  of  Council  Houses  so  as  to  require  the  occupiers 
to  burn  smokeless  fuel,  as  most  of  the  houses  owned  by  the 
Council  are  fitted  with  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless 
fuel.  It  was  decided  after  due  consideration  that  the  whole 
matter  be  deferred  for  two  years  pending  a clarification  of 
the  position  regarding  the  supply  of  solid  smokeless  fuels. 

A byelaw  requiring  the  installation  in  all  new 
houses  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuels  was 
adopted  and  confirmed  by  the  Tiinistry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government, 

Completely  new  steam  raising  plant  at  a large 
factory  was  installed,  the  fuel  was  heavy  oil . It  was  proposed 
to  use  a short  steel  chimney  for  the  new  plant,  but  after 
consultations  and  discussions  on  the  height  of  such  chimnovs 
it  was  decided  to  re-use  the  existing  masonry  chimney  which 
was  of  a much  greater  height  than  the  proposed  now  one. 

I'TQISf  NUISAITCE. 


Intermittent  complaints  were  received  of  alleged 
nuisance  from  the  engineering  and  te:cbilo  factories  mentioned 
in  the  last  annual  report,  In  both  these  cases  night  shifts 
were  at  work  and  it  was  during  the  night  when  there  was  less 
background  noise  that  the  machinery  in  these  factories  could 
be  heard.  This  is  particularly  applicable  to  summer  nights 
when  factoiyr  windows  and  doors  "are  often  left  open  to  make 
working  conditions  a little  cooler.  I am  not  satisfied  that 
a case  for  nuisance  action  could  be  established  in  either 

CClSG* 


During  the  year  a saw  mill  for  the  imnufacturo  of 
pit  props  etc.  from  English  timber,  was  established  in  a 
disused  gasworks  in  the  Parish  of  Glusburn.  It  appeared 
after  investigation  that  the  main  cause  for  complaint  was  the 
use  of  saws  powered  by  two  stroke  petrol  engines.  The  owner 
agreed  to  replace  thorn  by  electrically  driven  saw$  thus 
reducing  the  noise  arising  from  the  sawing  of  the  timber  to 
a considerable  erfcent. 


' It  appears  that  there  will  always  be  some  noise 
associated  with  this  type  of  business,  but  it  is  open  to 
doubt  whether  such  noise  would  in  fact  constitute  nuisance 
during  working  hours  in  the  daytime. 


In  the  absence  of  standards  on  which  to  assess 
noise  nuisance  and  any  51  case  law5',  it  is  difficult  to  esto.blj 
what  degree  of  noise  does,  in  fact,  constitute  nuisance,  and 
at  what  stage  noise  becomes  intolerable  to  on  average 
individual,  if  indeed  such  on  individual  con  be  defined. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


There  are  no  designated' offensive  trao.es  established 
within  the  District.  As  previously  noted  there  are  a tannery, 
a knackery  and  maggot  breeding  houses;  no  nuisance  was  created 
from  these  sources. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


Experience  throughout  the  year  served  once  again  to 
confirm  that  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  from  each  house 
increases  all  the  time.  With  this  increase  in  volume  is  a 
decrease  in  density.  In  order  to  cope  to  some  extent  with  the 
increase,  a further  rear  loading  compressing  S.  D.  vehicle  was 
put  into  operation  during  the  year,  and  the  use  of  one  side  loading 
vehicle  discontinued.  The  number' of  vehicles  in  use  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  as  set  out  below s-

The  refuse  tips  atT  ires  ’afield  and  Kettlewell 
were  at  the  end  of  the  year  almost  filled  up,  and.  it  becomes 
a.n  urgent  necessity  to  find  further  sites,  or  at  least  one 
further  site  to  receive  the  refuse  from  this  part  of  the 
District  if  over  long  hauls  are  to  be  avoided. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  a fair  amount  of 
damage  and  considerable  inconvenience  was  caused  by  trespassers 
at  the  Cononley  Depot,  damage  was  caused  to  vehicles,  particularly 
rear  lights,  by  the  removal  of  bulbs  etc. , the  toilet  was  also 
broken  open  on  several  occasions  and  other  damage  done.  The 
matter  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  police  who  as  usual, 
co-operated  very  fully  in  trying  to  find  the  culprits. 


The  bin  loan  scheme  was  continued  throughout 
the  year,  and  no  difficulties  arose.  The  scheme  now  produces 
a little  income  each  year.

RODENT  AID  OTHER  PEST  CONTROL. 

Duties  under  this  heading  were  continued  throughout  the 
year  by  the  Rodent  Operative,  who  not  only  dealt  with  the  control 
of  rats  and  mice  but  also  with  insect  pests  as  the  necessity  arose. 

Two  complete  treatments  of  the  sewerage  system  and  sewage 
works  was  undertaken,  in  the  first  instance  Warfarin  was  used,  but 
in  the  second  treatment  a change  was  made  to  fluoracet amide.  All 
the  Gouncilrs  workmen  who  could  possibly  come  into  contact  with 
the  poison  or  rat  bodies  wore  first  wrarned  of  the  dangers  inherent 
in  the  use  of  this  poison. 

The  free  service  given  to  householders  was  appreciated 
in  those  very  few  cases  where  infestation  on  private  properties 
came  to  light. 

Every  effort  was  made  by  the  operative  to  e:tend  the 

i*  v X. 

contract  system  of  control  on  farms  and  other  premises,  and  whilst 
there  was  some  increase  of  contracts  to  90.?  the  response  was 
disappointing.  The  service  was  also  offered,  to  neighbouring 
Authorities, again  with  somewhat  disappointing  results,  although  one 
or  two  contracts  were  entered  into  with  individual  f armers  in 
Districts  other  than  Skipton  R.D.G.,  in  all  these  cases  the  consent 
of  the  District  Council  concerned  was  first  obtained. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  servo  statutory  notice 
under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  throughout  the 
year. 


A close  watch  was  kept  on  those  premises  in  which 
during  earlier  periods  a nuisan.ce  had  arisen  from  flies, 
cockroaches  and  other  insects.  There  was  no  recurrence  of 
nuisance  possibly  owing  to  the  fact  that  a watch  had  been 
kept  on  the  premises  and  the  owners  had  been  meticulous  in 
their  preventive  treatments. 

No  infestations  from  bugs,  lice  or  fleas  came  to 
light  during  the  year. 

RAG  FLOCK  STO.ACT. 


There  are  no  firms  who  actually  manufacture  bedding 
established  in  the  District,  although  several  undertake  repairs. 

PST  AITIIALS  ACT , 1951. 

One  licence  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  promises 
as  a pet  shop  was  operative.  This  shop,  which  is  situated  in 
S t e et on -w -Ea st burn  Parish,  deals  only  in  tropical  and  other 
fish  and  fish  foods. 

MEAT  FOR  AI'IrAL  F3SDING. 

There  are  no  byelaws  in  operation  within  the  District 
governing  the 'retail  sale  of  meat  for  animal  feeding.  The 
distribution  of  cooked  and  coloured  raw  meat  was  continued  on 
a wholesale  basis  from  the  knackery  within  the  District.

Because  of  the  staffing  difficulties  mentioned 
earlier,  the  number  of  samples  of  milk  taken  was  smaller  than 
is  considered  to  be  desirable.  All  samples  sent  to  the  laborato 
were  subjected  to  methylene  blue  examination,  and  the  "ring” 
test  for  brucellosis. 

Milks  which  were  positive  to  the  latter  test  were 
given  microscopic  examination  after  culture  and  biological 
examination.  In  the  case  of  9 of  the  samples  which  gave 
positive  results,  the  presence  of  live  brucella  was  confirmed 
either  by  culture  or  biological  examination  notices  were 
served  under  Section  20  of  the  lull:  and  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  1959  on  the  producers  requiring  the-  diversion 
of  all  the  milk  for  pasteurisation  until  the  herds  were 
found  to  be  free  from  infection. 

Thoro  were  4 dairies  registered  and  opora.tive  during 
the  year.  Sot  out  overleaf  is  a summary  of  milk  samples  taken 

during  the  year:- 
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(b)  Ice-Croam 

Registrations  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream 
were  increased  by  4. , and  at  the  end  of  the  year  120 
were  so  registered.  One  firm  was  also  registered  as 
manufacturers  of  ice-cream. 

Sampling  from  all  registered  premises  was  carried 
on  throughout  the  year,  and  results  were  usually  satisfactory. 
In  the  case  of  any  sample  giving  Grado  3 or  4 results  an 
immediate  visit  was  paid,  to  the  premises j the  retailor's 
methods  checked  thoroughly  and  the  ice-cream  re-sampled. 

The  operation  of  the  small  ice-cream  factory  was 
continued  with  a high  standard  of  cleanliness.

(c)  Other  Food. 

A complaint  was  received  that  a wrapped  loaf,  which 
had  beon  purchased  from  a retail  grocer  in  the  District 
contained  throughout  some  foreign  fibrous  substance. 

Samples  were  sent  to  a Public  Analyst  who  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  material  was  a portion  of  surgical  cotton 
bandage. 

The  incident  was  taken  up  with  the  wholesale  bakery 
who  mc.de  the  loaf,  and  at  their  invitation  a visit  was  made 
to  the  bale  cry  which  was  situated  outside  the  District. 

A report  on  the  whole  matter  was  made  to  Committee, 
and  a prosecution  against  the  baker  under  Section  2 of 
the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  was  undertaken.  At  the  Court  hearing 
a plea  of  guilty  was  entered  and  a conviction  obtained. 

( d ) Meat  Inspection  and  Slaughterhouses . 

The  four  slaughterhouses  which  wore  In  use  at  the 
end  of  19o2  were  licensed  for  a further  period  of  twelve 
months.  Throe  of  the  premises  were  fitted  with  bovine 
stunning  pens  orior  to  the  1st  January  in  compliance  with 
the  Slaughterhouse  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  195S. 

No  bovines  wore  slaughtered  in  the  one  slaughterhouse  not 
provided  with  a stunning  pen. 

The  passing  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations, 

I9S3,  which  became  operative  on  the  1st  October,  caused 
considerable  extension  of  tho  time  previously  spent  on  meat 
inspection. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  slaughtering  was  done 
outside  normal  office  hours,  on  Saturday,  Sunday,  Monday  and 
Tuesday  each  week,  all  carcases  wore  inspected  during  slaughter 
or  if  this  was  not  practicable,  immediately  thereafter. 

There  are  no  facilities  for  the  sterilisation  of 
condemned  moat  In  any  slaughterhouse  in  the  District, 
accordingly  all  such  meat  was  coloured  green  prior  to 
collection  by  an  approved  processor  of  meat  and  bones.

The  standard  achieved  in  the'  food  shops  and 
preparing  roons  was  generally  reasonably  good,  although 
there  still  remain  several  where  methods  might  well  be 
improved.  Practically  all  traders  selling  open  food  have- 
now7  sink,  hot  and  cold  water  and  wash-hand  basins;  the 
latter,  if  not  adjoining  the  food  shop  or  room,  are  at 
least  somewhere  within  the  building.

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PUBLIC  SHUT.  INC-  BATHS ; 

Two  privately  owned  swimming  baths  were  open  to 
the  public.  Sampling  and  general  supervision  was  continued. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  water  in  the 
Sutton  bath  showed  serious  pollution,  a film  or  scum  appeared 
on  the  surface  of  the  water. 

It  was  observed  that  a hot  air  blower  was  used  to 
heat  the  building  and  that  the  wall  surface  below  the  blower 
was  covered  with  a layer  of  dust.  Samples  of  the  dust  on  a 
swab  and  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  containing  the  scum 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination, 
the  results  of  which  showed  the  dust  and  scum  to  be 'similar 
in  character.  This  pollution  of  the  water  did  not  occur 
during  the  warmer  months  of 'the  year  when  the  blower  was  not 
in  use.  It  was  suggested  to  the  owners  of  the  swimming  bath 
that  the  hot  air  circulated  by  the  blower  be  filtered,  but 
this  suggestion  was  not  implemented,  probably  because  the 
blower  was  switched  off  when  the  weather  became  warmer. 

Later  in  the  year  unsatisfactory  reports  on  samples 
were  again  received.  On  this  occasion  it  was  found  that  during 
school  holidays  the  circulation  through  the  chlorination  plant 
had  been  allowed  to  stop  as  the  bath  had  only  boon  used 
int  er  mitt  ont  ly . 

Afterwards,  when  the  plant  had  been  left  working 
continually  for  some  little  time,  further  samples  were 
satisfactory.

1.  GENERAL  DESCRIPTION

Details  of  the  populations  and  acreages  of  the  eight 
districts  have  been  given  in  Section  A.  Of  these  districts 
the  whole  of  one  (Sedborgh)  and  considerable  portions  of  two 
(Settle  and  Ski pt on  R.D.)  come  within  the  Yorkshire 
Dales  National  Park.  This  is  an  extensive  area  of  beautiful 
and  relatively  wild  country  in  which  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  square  mile  is  34. , compared  with  an  average  for 
the  Administrative  County  of  640,  More  recently  the  Forest 
of  Bowland  has  been  designated  as  an  area  of  outstanding 
natural  beauty,  this  by  Order  under  the  National  Parks 
Commission.  In  these  areas  agriculture  is  the  staple 
occupation,  with  quar using  and  limestone  burning,  and  a few 
small  mills  as  subsidiary  industries.  The  remainder  of  the 
Division  has  been  termed  the  Lover  Dales  area,  with  much 
good  farming  land,  and  a variety  of  industries  in  the  towns 
and  larger  villages  in  which  textiles  predominate.  In  the 
Bowland  area  State  Forests  have  been  established  over  quite 
an  extensive  area,  but  not  elsewhere. 

The  unemployment  situation  expressed  as  a percentage 
of  the  insured  population  varied  from  1. 9%  in  February,  when 
almost  all  building  activities  wore  at  a standstill,  to  O.ofij 
in  December.  They  are  to  be  compared  with  the  national 
percentages  of  3.9v  and  2%  in  the  same  months. 

As  regards  trade,  textiles  became  busier  following 
quiet  conditions  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Also  building, 
once  the  severe  weather  disappeared.  Demand  for  a. gri cultural 
workers  has  been  low,  and  redundancies  on  the  railway  have 
been  de.alt  with  by  transfers,  or  absorption  into  various 
industries.  Trade  in  limestone  quarrying  and  burning  is 
reported  to  be  somewhat  improved.  For  this  and  other 
information  relating  to  employment  and  trade  I am  indebted 
to  the  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange. 

The  severe  winter  of  19 63  will  bo  remembered  for  a 
long  time,  for  although  the  Craven  district  escaped  the 
heaviest  falls  of  snow,  the  frost  was  prolonged  and  severe. 

It  affected  particularly  the  elderly,  some  of  whom  were  unable 
to  afford  extra  fuel  or  take  effective  action  to  obtain  it. 

It  was  too  cold  for  them  to  go  outdoors,  and  as  neighbours, 
friends  end  relatives  were  unwilling  to  go  out  in  the  snow 
and  slippery  streets  their  usual  visits  wore  reduced.  The 
rest  of  the  community  complained,  but  suffered  little  $ and 
the  children  had  a particularly  healthy  winter.  It  was  only 
when  the  thaw  set  in  that  the  demands  on  the  doctors  really 
increased. 

2.  HEALTH  CENTRES: 

There  is  again  little  to  report  under  this  heading, 
either  here  or  elsewhere,  and  the  organisation  of  group 
practices  - suggested  as  a cheaper,  but  less  effective 
alternative  - appears  to  have  lost  its  impetus.  However,  the 
County  Council  is  proceeding  with  its  plan  for  the  erection 
of  clinics  in  the  major  centres  of  population  in  the  belief 
that  a well  designed  clinic  can  be  the  focal  point  for  a wide 
range  of  health  and  welfare  services  for  mothers  and  children. 
Also  for  the  school  health  service,  and  services  for  old 
people. 

Such  a clinic  is  in  the  course  of  erection  in 
Sld.pt on 1 s High  Street,  on  a site  purchased  by  the  County 
Council  before  the  last  Ear,  and  no  longer  required  for  road 
developments.  After  working  in  makeshift  premises  for  fifteen 
years  this  new  clinic,  with  Health  Office  above  it,  will  bo 
a great  asset. 
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At  Settle  negotiations  are  proceeding  with  a view  to 
building  a small  health  office  and  clinic ; and  this  might 
be  utilised  at  a later  date  to  bring  some  of  the  facilities 
of  the  hospital  out-patient  department  to  a point  more 
accessible  to  a scattered  community.  This  is  a matter  to 
which  too 'little  consideration  has  been  given,  but  reference 
to  an  out-patient  clinic  often  involves  loss  of  earning  time, 
cost  in  transportation  and  discomfort  and  distress  to  some 
patients.  IThereas  the 'staffing  of  a 'local  clinic  for  an 
occasional  session  involves  but  one  person  - consultant, 
physiotherapist  or  laboratory  technician. 

3.  Kny/IFSIY  S ERVIC  3S : 


It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  to  provide  midives  for  those  mothers  who  wish  to 
have  their  babies  at  home.  Loss  than  one  fifth  do  so,  and 
only  in  the  Host  Craven  area  is  a full-time  midwife  employed. 
Elsewhere  the  homo  nurse  /midwives  undertake  this  duty.  All 
have  cars  and  are  qualified  to  administer  trilone  analgesia. 

During  the  year,  the  midwivos  attended  171  home 
confinements.  That  is  15  per  cent,  and  well  below  the  national 
average.  The  family  doctors  are  rDOoked*  to  attend  these' 
confinements,  and  did  so  in  85  cases  - i.o.,  fifty  per  cent. 

Classes  for  the  teaching  of  mothorcraft  and 
relaxation  exercises  are  organised  at  six  centres  by  the 
health  visitors  and  midwives.  Of  the  mothers  who  have 
hospital  confinements  an  increasing  number  are  being  discharged 
early,  some  after  48  hours,  more  on  the  fifth  or  sixth  day. 

It  appears  to  be  a satisfactory  arrangement  where  the  baby 
is  healthy  and  home  conditions  are  good;  and  may  well  become 
the  recognised  procedure  for  meeting  the  demands  which  the 
increasing  birth  rate  is  making  on  the  maternity  services . 

The  births  notified  in  the  Divisional  area  during

of  Health  ’’Reports  on  Confidential  Enquiries  into  Maternal  Deaths 
in  England  and  Hales”.  A report  appearod  during  the  year  on  the 
period  19 5 C to  I960  during  which  there  were  920  deaths  ascribed  to 
pregnancy  and  childbirth  in  two  million,  three  hundred  thousand 
births.  After 'analysis  of  every  maternal  death  the  proportion  of 
deaths  with  avoidable  factors  was  42.5  per  cent.  Toxaemia, 
haemorrhage,  abortion  and  pulmonary  embolism  remain  the  major 
causes  of  death.  Uhilst  these  tragedies  have  boon  reduced  by  half 
from  what  they  were  twelve  years  ago,  and  are  less  than  one  tenth 
of  what  they  were  thirty  years  ago,  it  is  obvious  that  a further 
reduction  could  be  effected  by  the  application  of  accepted  principles 
and  the  elimination  of  human  errors. 

4.  CHILD  ''ELFARE; 

This  embraces  the  care  of  the  baby  by  the  midwife 
to  the  fourteenth  day,  and  thereafter  until  the  child  leaves 
school  by  the  health  visitor/school  nurse  in  her  dual  capacity. 

Hhcre  babies  are  born  in  hospital  the  health  visitor  assumes 
responsibility  from  the  tenth  day.  Visiting  is  on  a ‘selective 
basis,  particular  attention  being  given  to  babies "who  are  not 
thriving,  or  where  care  is  inadequate  in  one  or  more  respects. 

The  total  number  of  calls  made  by  health  visitors  during  the 
year  is  given  in  Section  6. 


(a)  Clinic  Services. 
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Despite  the  vast  improvement  in  living  conditions 
the  clinics  are  still  meeting  a need  which  neither  the  family 
doctor  service  nor  the  hospital  services  were  designed  to 
develop.  One  and  a half  million  young  children  and  their 
mothers  attend  welfare  clinics  in  England  and  Wales $ for  the 
treatment  of  sickness  or  injury  is  no  substitute  for  prevention, 
for  health  education,  for  the  early  ascertainment  of  defects, 
or  for  dealing  with  feeding  difficulties  and  emotional  problems. 
The  clinic  is  an  essential  part  of  the  health  service,  playing 
its  quiet  role  in  the  community  and  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
mother  and  father  with  a young  family. 


Only  minor  alterations  were  made  in  the  clinic 
arrangements  during  the  year,  and  attendances  were  well 
maintained.  They  were  as  follows

(b ) Premature  Births  : 

Premature  babies  are  those  weighing  5^*  lbs.  or 
loss  at  birth , irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation. 

During  the  year  68  prematures  were  bcr  .1,  61  in  hospital 
and  7 at  home.  The  Bradford  Children's  Hospital  has  a 
specially  equipped  and  staffed  unit  to  which  prematures 
can  be  transferred  if  necessary,  and  negotiations  are 
proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  a portable  incubator 
for  their  conveyance  by  ambulance. 

( c ) Nurseries ; 

There  is  one  day  nursery,  operated  by  a firm  of 
textile  manufacturers.  It  is  visited  periodically  by  a 
doctor  and  health  visitor. 

(d ) The  Nursery  and  Child  landers  (Regulation!  Act.  1946. 

Under  this  Act  registration  and  approval  of 
homes  is  required  where  three  or  more  children  under  five 
years  of  age  are  received  to  be  looked  after  for  a day  or 
a substantial  part  of  a day,  or  for  any  longer  period,  not 
exceeding  six  days.  There  is  one  such  home  in  the  Division, 
of  a very  satisfactory  standard. 

( e ) Unmarried  Parenthood . 

There  were  39  illegitimate  births  during  the 
year,  the  services  of  the  department  being  requested  in 
nine  cases  which  were  admitted  to  I lot  her  and  Baby  Homes, 
where  the  County  Council  provided  financial  assistance. 

Some  of  those  babies  were  adopted,  and  some  presented 
social  problems.  But  they  are  the  minority.  In  the 
majoritj7-  of  cases  the  girl's  pregnancy  is  accepted  by  the 
parents,  and  after  confinement  locally  the  mother  and  infant 
are  accepted  bad:  into  the  family. 

( f ) Phenylketonuria. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  the  last  three 
reports  to  this  rare,  inherited  metabolic  disease  which, 
if  undiscovered  and  untreated,  can  give  rise  to  mortal 
defect.  It  is  discovered  by  testing  the  urine  of  young 
babies,  and  is  undertaken  by  the  health  visitors.  The  two 
cases  so  far  discovered  in  the  Division  continue  to  make 
satisfactory  progress  under  regular  medical  supervision  and 
strict  dietary  control. 

( g ) Congenital  Disease  of  the  Hip . 

As  the  name  indicates,  some  babies  are  bora 
with  dislocated  hips.  If  diagnosed  early  the  results  of 
treatment  are  excellent,  and  the  health  visitors  are  now 
examining  all  babies  by  a simple  manipulation  called  the 
Ortolan!  tost  to  exclude  this  potentially  serious  disability. 

( h ) Infants  "at  Risk". 

A number  of  babies  are  born  every  year  at  risk  to 
various  types  of  hazards.  These  maybe  genetic  (i.e.,  running 
in  a family) 5 occur  during  pregnancy  (e.g. , as  a result  of 
toxaemia,  haemorrhage.  Rhesus  incompatibility,  post -maturity, 
administration  of  drugs,  and  virus  diseases )j  occur  during 
a difficult,  prolonged  or  instrumental  delivery  - particularly 


in  small  babies;  or  they  may  be  present  soon  after  birth  in 
the  form  of  white  asphyxia,  convulsions,  jaundice  or  sepsis. 

The  result  of  these  hazards  may  be  to  produce  disability  of 
body,  intellect  or  personality,  and  an  increasing  interest  is 
being  taken  in  those  environmental  influences.  Health  Divisions 
1 and  29  have  been  asked  to  study  the  problem  in  greater  detail, 
and  since  April  wo  have  been  keeping  an  11  At  Risk  Register'1'  in 
the  belief  that  if  adverse  influences  can  be  recognised  at  or 
soon  after  birth,  the  special  care,  guidance  and  treatment 
which  handicapped  children  will  require  can  be  foreseen  and 
given  at  the  most  favourable  state  of  development.  Comment  on 
the  value  of  this  investigation  must  bo  deferred  until  next  year. 

Peri -natal  Hortality  Survey. 

Further  results  of  this  survey  are  now  avail-able.  It 
consisted  of  a detailed  study  of  all  births  in  .England,  Scotland 
and  Hales  in  one  week  in  1958. , and  for  a three  months  period 
a similar  study  of  perinatal  deaths  (i.e.,  babies  who  were  still 
bom  or  died  in  the  first  week  of  life).  A few  points  from  a 
mass  of  valuable  information  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader 
of  this  report.  Perinatal  death  rates  were  highest  in  the  north 
and  west;  as  was  the  incidence  of  maternal  anaemia.  Congenital 
malformations  were  lowest  in  the  east.  First  babies  carried 
the  highest  risk.  In  social  class  5 the  perinatal  mortality 
rate  is  twice  that  in  social  class  1.  Only  40.9  per  cent  of 
the  population  were  booked  for  and  delivered  in  consultant 
hospital  units.  Hospital  deliveries  were  finally  achieved  by 
49.1  per  cent  of  mothers  while  12.1  per  cent  were  delivered  in 
General  Practitioner  Units  and  36. 1 per  cent  at  home.  One 
third  of  all  women  had  no  haemoglobin  test  in  pregnancy.  One 
woman  in  six  did  not  have  her  blood  pressure  taken  at  each 
pre-natal  visit.  Mortality  rose  sharply  with  increasing 
degrees  of  toxaemia.  Babies  of  toxaemic  mothers,  and  where 
there  had  been  bleeding  in  pregnancy,  were  at  greatly  increased 
risk. 

Prematurity  was  of  maximal  incidence  where  the 
mother  was  under  20  or  over  40. , in  social  class  5 or  unmarried. 
Doctors  were  present  at  27  per  cent  of  all  deliveries,  and  at 
loss  than  one  fifth  of  births  at  home.  These  points,  and  a 
great  many  others,  are  now  being  studied  at  all  levels  of  the 
Health  Service.  If  the  lessons  learnt  can  be  applied,  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  British  perinatal  mortality  rate,  and  the 
still-birth  rate  in  particular,  should  not  be  reduced  to  that 
of  the  Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  Canada,  Norway  or  Sweden. 

HO: F NURSING; 


The  demands  on  this  service  have  generally  been 
well  within  its  capacity,  and  difficulties  which  have  arisen 
through  illness,  resignations  etc.  have  not  lasted  any  length 
of  time.  !e  are  still  in  the  fortunate  position  ox  having  a 
full  establishment  of  qualified  nurses  and,  although  nine  of 
them  are  over  55  years  of  ago,  they  do  not  wish  to  retire  yet. 
The  majority  of  home  nurses  undertake  midwifery,  but  only  three 
of  them  have  more  than  a few  confinements  each  year.  All  the 
nurses  have  either  cars  of  their  own  or  on  loan  from  the  County 
Council.  They  suffered  a good  deal  of  damage  during  the 
prolonged  frost  and  snow. 

The  total  of  visits  paid  shows  a small  increase 
on  the  preceding  year.  The  figures  are  shown  overleaf

6.  HEALTH  VISITING ; 

A full  establishment  of  health  visitors  has  been  available 
throughout  the  year,  although  there  have  been  changes,  accidents 
and  illnesses.  As  the  health  visitors  are  also  school  nurses  they 
are  in  a position  to  give  advice  and  guidance  from  babyhood  to 
adolescence,  and  to  pay  particular  attention  to  those  families  which 
need  it.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  tests  which  they 
are  carrying  out  for  phenylketonuria,  and  for  congenital  disease 
of  the  hip.  They  are  also  on  the  alert  to  detect  squints -for  an 
untreated ' squinting  eye  can  soon  become  a blind  one;  and  to  detect 
deafness  - for  deaf  babies  can  profit  from  hearing  aids,  s.nd  must 
have  them  as  early  as  possible.  Three  health  visitors  have 
received  special  training  in  the  early  detection  of  deafness,  and 
during  the  year  they  tested  35  babies  at  the  request  of  other 
members  of  the  staff. 

Increased  attention  has  been  given  to  liaison  with 
general  practitioners  with  the  intention  of  placing  the  health 
visitor  in  the  same  relationship  to  the  G„P.  as  the  ho  :io  nurse  and 
midwife.  This  is  not  easy  in  a large  and  mainly  rural  Division, 
for  there  are  nearly  forty  G#?s.  living  in  it,  and  almost  a n equal 
number  with  some  patients  in  it,  but  living  outside  the  divisional 
or  county  boundaries,  There  general  practitioners  tare  our  clinics 
the  opportunity  for  liaison  is  * ready-made 1 , these  circumstances 
encouraging  an  exchange  of  information.  But  where  there  is  a 
group  practice  more  formal  arrangements  are  necessary,  That ever 
form  this  liaison  takes  the  advantages  claimed  for  it  include 
(i)  Better  continuity  for  the  patient,  with  avoidance  of 
duplication  or  contradictory  advice r(ii)  Intended  scope  for 
preventive  and  social  medicine  particularly  in  problem  families, 
vulnerable  groups,  follow-up  of  defaulters,  investigation  and 
after-care  of  psychological  breakdown,  and  home  care  of  elderly 
patients.  (iii)  Close  association  of  the  health  visitor  with 
the  doctor  in  the  patient* s mind,  thus  emphasizing  her  nursing 
qualifications  and  experience.  The  essential  feature  is  an 
association  of  the  health  visitor  with  the  practice  itself*  She 
must  have  mutual  access  to  records,  and  frequent  meetings  with 
the  doctors. 
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It  is  always  difficult  to  summarise  the  work 
undertaken  by  the  health  visitors,  for  quality  is  more 
important  than  quantity  of  visits.  But  they  have  been 
classified  in  the  usual  way:-

In  addition,  the  hospital  liaison  work  has  continued. 
155  reports  were  submitted  on  patients  recommended  for 
admission  to  chronic  sick  wards,  and  arrangements  me.de  for  27 
patients  to  occupy  the  ’holiday  beds1  at  Raikeswood  Hospital. 

7.  HOI 5 HELP  SERVICE: 

At  the  end  of  the  year  153  part-time  home  helps 
were  attending  472  households  for  varying  periods  each  wee!:. 

At  the  end  of  1962  the  figures  were  126  and  375  respectively. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  that  most  of  the  work 
undertaken  is  for  the  aged,  often  no  longer  able  to  do  their 
housework  but  kept  clean  and  tidy  by  the  periodical  attentions 
of  the  home  helps.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  view  that 
old  people  should  now  stay  in  their  own  homes  and  familiar 
surroundings  for  as  long  as  possible,  and  only  go  to  relatives, 
welfare  home  or  hospital  when  compelled  to  do  so. 

Recruitment  to  the  service  has  not  been  easy  in  the 
towns,  and  in  some  of  the  very  rural  parts  it  is  most  difficult. 

The  difficulty  is  that  the  housewives  available  for  work  outside 
their  homes  much  prefer  regular  employment , and  have  no  trouble 
in  obtaining  it.  Whereas  we  are  unable  to  offer  either  regular 
employment  or  a guaranteed  number  of  hours  ever;'  week  - it  all 
depends  on  fluctuating  demands  in  small  communities ; and  as 
these  communities  usually  have  very  poor  bus  services  it  is 
not  feasible  to  meet  the  demands  from  the  nearest  towns. 

Whilst  the  service  is  greatly  appreciated  it  is  possible  that 
it  might  be  improved  by  providing  short  courses  of  instruction; 
for  the  home  helps  arc  in  closer  touch  with  the  public  than 
any  other  local  authority  worker,  and  need  the  support  that 
comes  for  realizing  that  they  are  part  of  the  health  services 
team.  This  matter  is  under  consideration , but  it  will  be  difficult 
to  arrange  courses  in  a Division  where  centres  of  population  are 
fifty  miles  apart , and  where  the  burden  of  organising  the 
service  is  still  i/ith  the  public  health  nurses  and  not  with 
whole -time  organisers .

/Home  Help  Service  - continued 

The  cost  of  this  service  is,  of  course, 
considerable,  for  the  home  helps  are  now  paid  almost  3/lld 
per  hour,  and  few  of  the  receipients  were  required  to  pay 
full  or  even  part  cost.  It  amounted  to  over  £20,000  in  this 
Division  alone. 

8.  MSTTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


The  support  of  the  mentally  disordered  in 
the  community  cannot  be  achieved  without  the  provision  of  an 
effective  body  of  social  workers,  for  they  are  required  to' 
supervise  patients  discharged  frotfi  hospital  as  well  as  pre- 
care cases.  In  this  conterfc  ’pre-care*  means  treatment  by 
the  family  doctor  and  support 'by  the  mental  welfare  officer 
before  hospital  admission  becomes  necessary,  and  where  it  can 
often  be  avoided. 


The  Division  has  three  mental  welfare  officer^ 
for  this  work.  They  hove  built  up  a very  satisfactory  relation- 
ship with  family  doctors  and  consultants,  and  they  have  organised 
small  but  very  successful  psychiatric  social  clubs  which  have 
fortnightly  meetings  in  Skipton,  and  weekly  meetings  at  Settle. 

If  hospital  admission  is  necessary  it  is 
arranged  on  an  informal  basis  whenever  possible.  Of  the  93 
admissions  dealt  with  during  the  year  only  46  were  on  a 
compulsory  basis.  Requests  for  pre-care  numbered  50.,  and  for 
after-care  80.  They  came  from  various  sources  ~ the  Assistance 
Board,  Police,  Welfare  Department,  employers,  relatives  and 
friends,  as  well  as  from  family  doctors  and  psychiatrists. 

With  regard  to  the  mentally  subnormal,  the 
mental  welfare  officers  give  supervision  to  cases  at  home,  and 
arrange  for  admissions,  short-stay  care,  periodical  reports  etc. 
on  hospital  cases.  The  shortage  of  accommodation  for  the  worst 
cases  has  been  mentioned  in  Section  B (i)  of  this  report,  and 
in  most  of  the  reports  since  1948.  These  are  the  helpless 
and  the  difficult  - cot  and  chair  cases  - who  are  such  a 
burden  to  their  families  and  who  require  so  much  nursing 
in  hospital. 

For  the  less  severely  subnormal  the  position 
is  better | for  although  it  is  very  hard  for  parents  to  accept 
the  fact  that  their  child  may  never  attend  the  same  kind  of 
school  as  other  children,  it  is  possible  to  teach  these  children, 
and  to  relievo  their  parents  of  some  responsibility.  This  has 
been  done  on  a limited  scale  for  some" 'years  with  group  training 
classes  in  Bent  ham,  Settle  "and  Slcipton ; and  by  the  conveyance 
of  up  to  twenty  children  to  a centre  in  Keighley.  But  a sixty 
place  training  centre  is  in  course  of  construction  at  SId.pt on, 
and  x/ill  be  a great  asset  to  the  Division,  particularly 'when  a 
small  hostel  is  available  for  "accommodating  on  a I londay-to -Friday 
basis  those  patients  who  cannot  travel  each  day. 

9.  VACCINATION  AID  BFIUNISATION ; 

Oral  poliomyelitis  became  available  in 
February,  1962. , replacing  the  protection  previously  given  by 
four  injections.  The  immunisation  programme  recommended  for 
each  child  since  then  is  as  follows;-

and  for 

mothers  with  large  families  or  living  in  isolated  places  it  is 
often  difficult  to  bring  the  pre-school  child  to  the  clinic  or 
doctor’s  surgery  at  the  right  time.  But  the  majority  accomplish 
it, "and  it  is  very  important  that  they  should  do  so.  Particularly 
important  now  that  there  is  a good  prospect  of  abolishing 
poliomyelitis , and  in  view  of  the  recurrence  of  small  outbreaks 
of  diphtheria.  The  prevention  or  modification  of  whooping 
cough  is  also  important,  and  although  tetanus  (lock-jaw)  is 
uncommon  it  is  often  fatal.

UNSAT ISFACT  PRY  FAMILIES  : 

Nine  meetings  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  wore 
held  during  the  year  with  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  as 
chairman.  They  were  held  on  an  area  basis,  to  permit  full 
discussion  of  each  family,  and  to  ensure  that  all  officials 
concerned' were  able  to  attend.  These  families  all  have  similar 
problems  - money,  rent  arrears,  school  attendance,  housing, 
home  conditions,  children,  employment,  health,  delinquency,  and 
marital  disharmony.  Whilst 'it  is  true  that  the  rise  in  our 
living  standards  has  made  more  conspicuous  those  people  who 
are  so  inadequate  that  they  are  unable  to  manage  their  affairs 
and  families,  they  remain  a reflection  on  our  society : in  a 
period  of  affluence.  And  whilst  there  are  some  who  would 
leave  these  feckless  ne !er-do-wells  to  their  fate,  it  is 
usually  agreed  that  the  children  should  be  helped,  to  prevent 
suffering  and  to  avoid  recreating  problem  families  of  their 
own  in  later  life.  It  is  well  to  remember  that  in  1962  the 
N.S.P.C.C.  dealt  With  24,716  cases  of  neglect  and  4, US  cases 
of  assault  or  ill-treatment;  and  that  only  2 per  cent  of  cases 
referred  to  the  N.S.P.C.C.  go  to  court.  Until  recently,  the 
prevailing  attitude  in  Britain  has  been  that  it  was  an 
extravagance  to  give  money  direct  to  a family,  though  only 
right  to  try  and  rescue  that  family  once  it  had  foundered. 

This  rescue  might  involve,  amongst  other  things,  in  keeping 
children  of  a large  family  in  a local  authority  home  at  a 
cost  of  £0.  to  £9.  per  week  for  each  of  them.  Fortunately, 
that  attitude  is  changing.  Last  year  reference  was  made  to 
the  scheme  whereby  the  County  Council  gives  rent  guarantees  to 
housing  authorities  where  families  are  in  danger  of  eviction. 
This  year  we  have  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  19 63 
directing  authorities  to  provide  advice,  guidance  and  assistance 
to  families  in  difficulty.  Benefits  in  cash  or  kind  may  be 
included.  Such  things  as  bedding,  kitchen  equipment  or  fuel 
could  be  provided  under  this  Section  of  the  Act;  and  the  cash 
assistance  can  bo  by  outright  grunt  or  loan.  Councils  are 
neither  authorised  nor  bound  to  force  those  facilities  on 
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unwilling  parents;  nor  will  they  have  the  power  to  help  a 
familjr  unless  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  family's 
problems  may  create  a risk  of  the  children1'  having  to  bo 
taken  into  care  by  the  .authority;  a 11  child.”  being  a person 
under  13  years  of  age  in  this  Section.  This  is  an  encouraging 
piece  of  legislation  for"  the  social  worker,  and  will  provide 
opportunities  for  both  initiative  and  experiment. 

11.  WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED ; 


According  to  the  latest  available  figures  there  arc 
some  4,200  men  over  65  and  nearly  9,000  women  over  60  in  the 
Division.'  That  is  about  1 in  6 of’ the  population.  Furthermore, 
it  has  been  estimated  that  in  the  next  twenty  years  the  nurnbers 
aged  65  and  over  ball  increase  by  32.5  per  cent;  and  that  a 
substantial  proportion  of  them  will  bo  unsupported  either  because 
they  never  married,  or  because  their  marriages  were  childless. 

It  is  these  tiro ’ groups  - the  very  old,  and  the  elderly  unsupported 
by  children,  who  are  going  to  make  heavy  demands  on  the  welfare 
services. 

Their  demands  will  be  net  in  various  ways.  Probably 
the  most  important  is  suitable  housing,  and  the  housing  authorities 
are  building  an  increasing  proportion  of  single  bedroom  dwellings. 
Support  in  the  home  will  be  available  from  wardens,  health  visitors, 
social  workers,  home  nurses,  home  helps,  chiropodists,  friendly 
visiting  clubs,  and  perhaps  1 meals  on  wheels'  and  laundry  services. 
Whore  these  services  do  not  meet  the  case  and  residential  accommodat 
ion  is  necessary  it  is  the  aim  to  provide  1.4  hospital  beds  per 
1,000  population  'by  1975.  and  20  places  per  1,000  elderly  in 
Welfare  Homes  -or  rather  more  where  suitable  housing  and  hospital 
facilities  do  not  exist.  In  addition,  homes  for  the  mentally 
infirm  will  be  provided  for  cases  not  acceptable  in  Welfare  Homes 
yet  not  sufficiently  ill  to  require  admission  to  a mental  hospital. 
Such  are  the  proposals  under  the  Ministry  of  Health1  s!:T on  Year 
Plan11,  and  it  is  hoped  that  nothing  will  occur  to  prevent  their 
development.  The  wardens  arc  already  doing  excellent  work  in  a 
number  of  places,  mitigating  the  fears  and  feebleness  of  old  age; 
so  are  the  home  helps,  chiropodists  and  home  nurses.  It  is 
considered  that  a good  deal  more  could  bo  done  in  friendly 
visiting  both  in  town  and  country,  for  despite  perhaps  increasing 
physical  disabilities  it  is "loneliness  which  is  often  such  a 
burden  to  the  old.  "Meals  oh  ’/heels"  is  developing  satisfactorily, 
and  there  are  now  fourteen  committees  providing  this  service 
In  the  Division.  But  such  a scheme  will  never  be  able  to  meet  all 
needs  and  a solution  may  be  in  the  provision  of  individual  portions 
of  moat  and  sweet  courses  distributed  from  a deep  freeze  and  'cooked 
by  simply  dropping  the  sealed  packets  into  boiling  water. 

12.  PR.?//:  TIP’.’  OF  ILLHTSS  - CART  AMD  APT 5E -CARS. 

The  prevention  of 'illness'  is  - in  the  long  term  - a 
matter  of  health  education;  teaching ’people  how  to  live  and  how 
to  bring  up  their  children.  It  is  most  effective  when  undertaken 
by  a personal  approach  - e.g. , by  the  doctor  in  the  clinic,  and 
the  health  visitor  and  midwife  in  clinic  and  home.  They  have  a 
nude  variety  of  leaflets,  pamphlets  and  posters  to  assist  them, 
a.nd  some  teaching  has  been  done  with  the  aid  of  films  o.nd  film 
strips.  But  the  majority  of  our  clinic  premises  are  unsuitable 


for  formal  talks  and  film  shows,  and  little  has  been  done  in 
the  way  of  lectures.  The  vi ex/  is  held  that  few  people  arc 
•born1  lecturers,  or  can  acquire  the  art;  and  that  lectures 
are  best  left  to  those  few.  They  are  of  course  available  at  a 
national  level  and  that  is  where  television,  radio,  daily  papers 
and  weeklies  can  play  such  an  important  role. 

Last  year,  two  paragraphs  were  devoted  to  smoking 
and  lung  cancer  following  the  Royal  College  of  Physician* s 
report  on  that  subject.  There  was  a fall  in  the  consumption  of 
cigarettes  after  that  report  was  published,  but  within  eighteen 
months  it  has  risen  to  what  it  was  before  i!the  cancer  scare11  (to 
quote  a sales  report).  However,  in  January,'  1964  there  appeared 
an  equally  damning  report  from  America,  and  no-one  can  now  have 
the  least  doubt  about  the  association  between  cigarette  smoking 
and  lung  cancer.  In  the  past  30  years  deaths  from  lung  cancer 
in  the  United  Kingdom  have  increased  from  loss  than  1,000  to 
over  26,000,  They  are  now  running  at  the  rate  of  about  500 
every  week,  or  one  every  20  minutes.  Lung  cancer  is  one  of 
the  most  fatal  forms  of  malignant  disease,  and  chronic  bronchitis 
is  particularly  prevalent  amongst  smokers.  There  is,  therefore, 
no  ’scare’,  but  an  accomplished  tragedy  which  seems  likely  "to 
continue  unless  young  people  can  be  dissuaded  from  acquiring 
this  bad  habit.  For  those  smokers  over  forty  who  cannot  give 
up  the  habit  some  authorities  arc  now 'recommending  a chest 
X-ray  every  six  months.  Certainly  those  with  a ’smokers  cough’  - 
or  worse  - should  have  it. 

With  regard  to  care  and  after-care,  good  use  has 
again  been  made 'of  the  equipment  held  by  the  hone  nurses.

Lifting  polos  with  chain  and  stirrup 
Hoists  for  lifting  helpless  patients 

This  is  a service  which  is  gradually  expanding  and 
increasing  use  is  being  made  of  disposable  under pads  as  a 
substitute  for  a Laundry  service. 

All  these  articles  have  their  place,  but  dying  can 
still  be  a long  business,  and  a distressing  one  to  patients  and 
their  relatives*  In  those  circumstances  the  regular  visits  of 
the  family  doctor  and  homo  nurse  are  invaluable  in  providing 
physical  comfort,  reassurance,  and  relief  of  pain  and  depression. 
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They  also  provide  a chance  to  talk,  and  listening  itself  has 
a therapeutic  effect  on  many  symptoms.  Pain  is  often  present 
but  it  is  probably  easier  to  treat  than  other  distressing  symptoms 
such  as  breathlessness,  nausea  and  vomiting,  and  the  sheer 
depression  of  cachexia.  Admission  to  hospital  may  be  necessary/ 
in  some  cases,  but  for  those  dying  at  home  this  relief  to  the 
patient,  and  support  to  the  relatives,  is  of  immense  importance. 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  again 'been  popular, 
and  thanks  to  the  seven  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committees,  and 
the  19  chiropodists  employed,  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  a 
satisfactory  service  for  the  whole  Division.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  3 >311  patients  were  receiving  treatment  compared  with  3,222  and 
3068  in  December  1962  and  1961  respectively.  The  number  of  treatments 
given  amounted  to  19,439. 

The  service  is  a free  one  to  pensioners,  the 
physically  handicapped,  and  to  expectant  mothers  on  the  recommendat- 
ion of  doctors  or  nursing  staff;  and  treatment  in  their  own  homes 
is  available  for  those  unable  to  make  the  journey  to  clinic  or 
surgery.  With  regard  to  frequency,  the  scheme  provides  for  six 
treatments  in  twelve  months,  but  additional  ones  can  be  authorised 
by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Rates  paid  to  the  chiropodists  were  again  increased 
during  the  year  under  a Whitley  Council  award,  .and  now  amount  to 
9/-  for  each  treatment  in  surgery,  and  16/-  for  each  domiciliary 
visit  (inclusive  of  travelling  expenses). 

Convalescent  Homo  treatment  has  boon  provided  for 
a number  of  patients  on  the  recommendation  of  their  doctor,  and 
free  milk  to  patients  with  active  tuberculosis  on  the  advice  of 
the  Chest  Physician.  The  s social  homes  for  recuperation  and 
training  (Brentwood  at  Mnrple , and  the  Elisabeth  Fry  F one  at  York) 
have  not  been  used  this  year.  But  a free  homo  help  has  been 
provided  on  two  occasions  under  the  County  Council's  scheme  for 
the  training  of  problem  families. 

13.  NURSING  HOMES : 


There  is  only  one  nursing  home  in  the  Division. 

It  has  ten  beds  and  is  inspected  periodically  under  the  terms  of 
the  Nursing  Homos  Act,  1963.  This  Act  provides  bettor  control 
than  that  hitherto  exercised  under  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1936.

The  cover  given  is  that  in  general  use,  but 
alterations  maybe  made  depending  on  the  type  of  patient  (e.g,, 
out  -patient , emergency),  the  destination  of  the  patient,  and 
inter-depot  co-ordination  of  calls. 

All  ambulances  are  now  fitted  with  radio 
communication  equipment  and  when  out  on  journeys  nay  be 
contacted  through  a base  radio  transmitter  which  is  connected 
by  private  telephone  lines  to  Barnoldswick,  Settle  and  Skipton 
Ambulance  Stations.  This  ^principle  of  direct  communication 
between  a driver  and  his  Ambulance  Station  adds  greatly  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  Ambulance  Service  in  that  he  can  be 
directed  from  place  to  place  without  having  to  return  to  his 
Station,  thus  saving  consid enable  time  and  mileage.  It  is 
invaluable  in  the  ca.se  of  major  incidents  and  also  in  the  case 
of  accidents  on  the  road,  as  hospitals  can  be  warned  over  the 
network  to  be  prepared  to  accept  casualties.  This  latter  is 
of  particular  benefit  to  the  seriously  injured. 

A Mobile  Mountain  Rescue  Unit  is  held  at 
Settle  Ambulance  Station  for  use  in  the  more  remote  rural 
districts  where  it  would  be  impossible  to  send "a  standard 
ambulance.  This  vehicle  is  invaluable  in  periods  of  snow  to 
remove  patients  from  remote  farmsteads.  It  is  fitted  with 
additional  special  radio  equipment  for  establishing  local 
communications  and  linking  to  the  mains  radio  network  from 
isolated  major  incidents  or  pothole  rescues. 
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15.  THE  SCHOOL  JLIllTr  SWJ.1 

The  basis  of  this  service  is  the  periodic 
examination,  undertaken  four  times  in  the  child’s  school 
life.  That  system  still  operates  in  the  major  part  of 
the  Division*  but  a scheme  of  selective  school  medical 
examinations  ha3  recently  been  organised  for  the  8 and  11 
year  olds  in  the  northern  part. 

This  scheme  involves  sending  a pro-forma,  for 
each  parent  to  complete.  Information  is  also  obtained 
from  the  teachers  and  school  nurses,  and  a decision  is 
then  made  by  the  doctor  on  which  children  need  to  be 
examined  and  which  omitted.  The  supporters  of  the  scheme 
claim  that  it  eliminates  the  many  perfectly  health  children 
which  we  have  to-day,  and  permits  more  time  to  be  devoted 
to  the  children  with  physical  ailments  or  psychological 
problems.  In  addition,  all  children  have  their  vision 
tested ; and  the  hearing  is  tested  of  all  children  giving  a 
history  of  deafness.  Possession  of  two  audiometers  greatly 
facilitates  this  work,  and  the  routine  hearing  tests  for 
seven  year  olds.  Further  experience  will  be  needed  before 
a docision  is  made  to  extend  this  scheme ; one  authority  has 
-already  tried  it  and  gone  back  to  periodic  examinations  for 
all  children. 

Another  point  of  interest  - colour  vision 
testing  is  now  being  undertaken  at  11  years  of  age?  for  in 
addition  to  engine  drivers  and  sailors  there  are  now 
electricians  and  many  others  who  must  be  without  defects  of 

colour  vision.

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(s)  Clinic  Arrangements* 


Staff  shortages  and  other  commitments  still 
preclude  the  re -establishment  of  our  three  school  clinics, 
but  children  arc  seen  by  appointment  at  the  child  welfare 
clinics  when  it  is  necessary. 

Children  found  to  have  defects  of  vision  attend 
clinics  at  SId.pt on,  Barnoldswick,  Settle,  Sedbergh,  Ingleton 
and  Clitheroe,  and  are  examined  and  re-examined  by  one  of 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board1 s ophthalmologists.  During 
the  year  he  saw  1,169  children. 

The  Hospital  Board  paediatricians  and  surgeons 
see  cases  at  Skipton,  Keighley,  Burnley,  Lancaster  and 
Kendal.  He  ore  indebted  to  them  for  much  valuable  information 
on  both  school  and  pre-school  children  attending  outpatients 
or  in  their  wards. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  was  open  on  Fridays 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  psychiatrist  saw  36  children 
and  their  parents.  18  of  these  were  children  which 
continued  under  treatment  from  19 62.  This  may  seem  a small 
number,  but  it  will  be  appreciated  that  many  of  these 
children  require  prolonged  treatment.  A psychiatric  social 
worker  was  available  during  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

The  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  have  boon  continued 
under  Mrs.  Harrison  with  a total  of  434  sessions  to  cover 
92  cases  carried  over  from  1962  and  67  now  cases. 

(f)  HARD ICAPPED  PUPILS; 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Education  Authority 
to  ascertain  those  children  who,  by  reason  of  disability  of 
body  or  mind,  require  special  educational  treatment  $ and  to 
make  provision  for  the  special  education  recommended  by  the 
medical  officers.  Such  children  are  called  Handicapped 
Pupils,  and  an  increasing  number  arc  attending  day  special 
schools.  But  in  a Division  where  much  of  the  population 
is  sca.tterod  over  a wide  area  arrangements  have  usually  to 
be  made  for  handicapped  pupils  to  attend  residential  special 
schools.

All  school  leavers  were  examined  during  the  year, 
and  confidential  reports  submitted  to  the  Youth  Employment 
Officer  where  they  were  indicated. 


(j)  CLEliTLrTE3S; 


The  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses  undertake  the 
examination  of  childrens  heads  for  infestation  with  vermin. 
During  the  year  13,033  examinations  were  made  and  241 
children  found  to  require  treatment.  Special  conibs  and 
head  lotions  are  available  when  the  infestation  is  severe 
or  persistent. 

(k)  DENTAL  SERVICE. 


Three  full-time  dental  officers  have  been  employed 
during  the  year,  and  details  of  the  work  undertaken  are  as

A good  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
prevention  of  dental  decay  in  relation  to  school  meals  and 
tuck  shops.  T'ith  regard  to  the  latter  it  was  recommended 
that  apples,  oranges,  carrots,  crisps,  salted  nuts  and  peanuts 
should  be  sold 'rather  than  biscuits,  chocolate  and  sweets. 

And  it  was  recommended  that  if  a portion  of  apple  or  carrot 
could  not  be  supplied  at  the  end  of  each  school  meal  the 
children  should  'swish  and  swallow'  - i.e,,  rinse  their  mouths 
with  plain  water. 

16.  WELFARE  FOODS  SERVICE. 


The  distribution  of  welfare  foods,  other  than  liquid 
mill:  continues  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  local  health 
authority. 


In  this  Division  they  are  available  at  the  Ski  pi  on 
and  Settle  Health  Offices,  at  ten  child  welfare  clinics,  and 
through  fourteen  voluntary  agencies  in  the  more  isolated 
villages. 

The  amounts  distributed  were  4,161  tins  of  National 
Dried  Hill:,  1,636  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  1,331  packets  of 
vitamin  tablets,  and  13,125  bottles  of  Orange  Juice.  Trith  the 
exception  of  Orange  Juice  which  shows  an 'increase  in  sales  of 
63S  bottles  these  distribution  figures  continue  to  show  a 
progressive  reduction  since  the  Welfare  Foods  (Amendment) 

Orders  were  introduced  on  1st  June,  1961.  Under  these  Orders 
vitamin  supplements  are  sold  at  prices  which  cover  their 
cost  to  the  Government,  for  the  use  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  children  up  to  the  age  of  five  years  and  one  month, 
and  handicapped  children.

On  the  31st  December  we  were  again  in  the 
happy  position  of  having  a full  establishment  of  qualified 
public  health  nurses,  Ne  have  been  very  fortunate  so  far, 
for  many  Divisions  and  Authorities  have  continuing  staff 
difficulties.  But  our  turn  will  come,  for  nine  of  our  home 
nurse /midwives  are  now  in  a position  to  retire,  and  it  seems 
most  unlikely  that  replacements  will  be  found,  despite 
approval  having  been  given  to  the  training  of  Queen's  Nurses 
within  the  Division. 

Six  members  of  the  staff  attended  midwifery 
refresher  courses  during  the  year,  and  three  health  visitors 
attended  courses.  Short  courses  at  Grant ley  Hall  were 
attended  by  nine  members.  Conferences  have  been  held  in 
Skipton  and  Settle  on  five  occasions,  and  are  important  in  a 
rural  area  where  staff  do  not  work  from  a central  office  and 
rarely  visit  it. 

He  have  again  had  a number  of  visitors  - e.g., 
nurses  in-training,  student  health  visitors  etc.,  and  have 
been  pleased  to  give  them  instruction  or  facilities  for  studying 

our  work. 


The  clerical  staff  were  very  fully  occupied  and 
some  overtime  working  was  again  necessary. 

The  Annual  Staff  Dinner  was  again  a successful 
function  with  an  attendance  of  73. , our  own  staff,  family 
doctors,  consultants  and  members  of  other  departments. 

He  were  glad  to  have  Hr.  HcVicar,  deputy  Clerk  to  the  Count;/ 
Council  as  our  principal  guest.
